The following report was made by the Committee appointed to Study 
the Advisability of using the Old Lawrence High Scheol Building for a 
Town Hall and/or Town Offices:— 


In accordance with the vote of the Annual Town Meeting on Febru- 
ary 13, 1952 the Committee to Study the Advisability of Using the Old 
Lawrence High School Building for a Town Hall and/or Town Offices 
was appointed by the Moderator and has met numerous times to carry 
out its assignment. 


After carefully considering the problem, visiting the building and 
meeting with the Selectmen and the School Committee it is the unani- 
mous opinion of this committee that it is not advisable to use the Old 
Lawrence High School Building for Town Hall purposes. The building 
is in a very poor state of repair and would undoubtedly cost too much 
to be made properly usable. Also, the use of the building for public 
offices would further spread such offices among three buildings, they 
being presently divided between Town Hall and the Community Center 
Building. 


Although this committee was not asked to make alternative propos- 
als it feels that it is properly within the scope of its assignment to point 
out that the need for additional Town Hall space remains great. That 
a committee such as this was appointed is evidence of the fact and the 
Town should not overlook this. 


Because the need remains, it is suggested that consideration be given 
to the appointment of another committee with appropriate funds pro- 
vided to study the advisability of modernizing the old plans for the ex- 
pansion of the existing Town Hall building. It is possible that the old 
plans could be brought up to date for a reasonable sum and it would 
be preferable to provide the additional space there rather than in a 
separate building.

Dr. Warren W. Marston who had been health agent from 
November 1951 resigned in March 1952 on account of ill 
health, and Albert E. Landers was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. In June Mr. Landers attended a three-day confer- 
ence of the Massachusetts Public Health Association at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst and in November 
attended a conference in Segregansett of the Division of Live- 
stock Disease Control. 


All restaurants, stores and school cafeterias have been 
inspected several times and smears taken for bacterial count 
from glasses and utensils by the county sanitary engineer 
and local health inspector. There was improvement noted in 
the fall inspections over those made in the spring and sum- 
mer. The code for eating establishments will be more rigidly 
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enforced in 1954 and licenses will be suspended where there 
is lack of co-operation. All barns have been inspected and the 
annual census of all livestock was completed in December. 


All complaints have been investigated and acted upon. 


Serums and vaccines are kept under refrigeration and 
are available at all times to the physicians of the town, with- 
out cost. 

This department wishes to express its appreciation for 
the co-operation of the Falmouth Nursing Association, the 
School Department, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the 
Barnstable County Hospital, and all county and state health 
officers who have given us their valuable assistance this year. 


In October over 2600 persons in the town availed them- 
selves of the chest x-ray in which the town co-operated with 
the Barnstable County Health Association.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for 
1953: 


Meetings: 

Twelve regular meetings, eight special meetings, and 
thirteen public hearings were held during the year. There 
have been joint meetings with the Board of Appeals and the 
Beach Committee. Representatives of the Planning Board 
have attended hearings held by the Selectmen and the Board 
of Appeals and have served on a number of special com- 
mittees. 


Activities: 

The relocation by the State of the access roads to the 
ferry landing and the opening by the New Haven Railroad 
of its yard as a parking lot have created some changes in 
the parking situation in Woods Hole. The effect of these 
changes is being studied and local suggestions solicited before 
the Board makes new recommendations. 


Inasmuch as the Town decisively voted against a parallel 
Main Street, the Board has devoted its attention to seeking 
other solutions to the congestion of traffic on Main Street. 
It believes that the most economical and practical device lies 
in connecting some of the dead end streets in the areas near 
Main Street and near some of the beach areas so that alter- 
native routes will be made available. It is hoped that when 
these studies are complete, that a long range program can 
be worked out with the Selectmen who are charged with the 
responsibility of laying out streets. 
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In connection with the Main Street traffic problem, it is 
hoped that the Hamlin Avenue extension accepted by the 
Town at the Annual Meeting will be helpful. A request for 
its construction will be offered at the 1954 Town Meeting. 


The rapid development of Motels as a popular business 
in Falmouth has caused many persons to express their con- 
cern to the Board. An amendment of the Zoning By-Law will 
be submitted to the Annual Town Meeting for consideration 
by the Town. If adopted, it will require hotels hereafter 
erected to be situated in business zones. 


The studies regarding change of duplicated street names 
have been completed and the necessary legal procedures 
worked out with the Town Counsel. The Town has voted some 
funds for clerical assistance and it is hoped that hearings 
can be begun soon after Town Meeting. 


A substantial amount of work has been occasioned by 
the State’s revision of the Subdivision Control Law. The new 
law will require much more work on the part of the Planning 
Boards and the Town Clerk. The Board has revised its regu- 
lations to comply with the new law. It is expected that these 
new regulations and the other standing by-laws of the Town 
will soon be ready for distribution. 


Finances: 

Because of this publication, the change of street names 
and the new subdivision control law, the expenditures of the 
Board have been larger than in prior years.

Recommendations: 


As a result of its studies of the traffic control problems 
and of trends in the Town’s growth, we recommend that the 
Town immediately develop Jones Road as a traffic by-pass, 
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and that Worcester Court East in Falmouth Heights be ex- 
tended northerly and westerly to connect with this by-pass. 
Such a road, it is felt, will connect large summer colonies with 
both branches of Route 28 without adding to the congestion 
on Main Street. 


It must be borne in mind that if significant roads are to 
be laid out without excessive land damages, the takings must 
be made before building has congested the desirable route.

Falmouth Planning Board 
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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Finance Committee respectfully submits its annual 
report for the year 1953. Thirty-one meetings were held dur- 
ing the year. 


The early closing of the warrant is greatly appreciated 
as it enables the Committee to make a more thorough study 
of the various articles in the warrant for their reeommenda- 
tions. The Committee is continuing to make trips through- 
out the Town to inspect roads, layouts, and other proposals 
of major importance as described by Town Meeting articles. 


With the continued rise in the cost of operating our Town, 
we are forever searching for ways and means to increase ad- 
ditional revenue to the Town. This brings to light action 
taken at the 1949 Annual Town Meeting wherein it was voted 
under Article 20, Woods Hole Sewerage System, that 45 per 
cent of the cost of said Woods Hole Sewerage System be borne 
and paid by the owners of the land within the territory served. 
To our knowledge no action has been taken regarding the 
vote. The Town is paying, in connection with the sewerage 
installations, a bonded indebtedness of $6,000.00 annually, 
plus interest for the current year of $3,400.00. Due to the lax- 
ity of the Sewerage Commission it was recommended by the 
Finance Committee, and voted under Article 34 of the Special 
Town Meeting of June 1952, that the Board of Selectmen be 
authorized to apply for legislation so that the Town may bal- 
lot vote or otherwise determine whether to combine and con- 
solidate the offices and duties of the Sewer Commissions and 
the Water Commissions of the Town. We have not been in- 
formed in regard to any action taken in connection with this 
vote. 
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The Finance Committee recommended to the citizens of 
the Town a five man part time Board of Selectmen with an 
Executive Secretary to carry on the routine work of the office, 
with the expectation of receiving more efficient and prompt 
action on many items of town business. We are somewhat 
disappointed in the result of the recent referendum. 


We again call to the attention of the Taxpayers the con- 
tinual rising cost of annual operation of the various town de- 
partments. We believe that some of these departments can 
be operated efficiently at less cost to the taxpayers. The con- 
tinual rise in the cost of operating these various departments 
will prevent greatly needed improvements to our public build- 
ings, recreation facilities, harbors, etc. 

We should Keep in mind that our main business is recre- 
ation. We should endeavor to make our Town attractive to 
prospective citizens. We should keep our tax rate reasonable. 
Therefore, we should make our appropriations on the basis 
of the greatest benefit to our Town as a whole. 

Information in regard to expenditures from the Finance 
Committee Fund and transfers from the Reserve Fund is con- 
tained in the Town Accountant’s Report.

Gentlemen: 


The Advertising Town Committee hereby submit their 
annual report for the year 1953. 

The Information Booth at the Community Center Build- 
ing opened April 1 and closed October 1, 1953. Mrs. Nathalie 
T. White, secretary, was on duty from 9:00 to 4:30 P. M. Mon- 
day through Saturday. 

During the period from January to September 28, 1953, 
1,256 written inquiries were received. The Board of Trade 
brochure was enclosed with each reply, together with mimeo- 
graphed listings of hotels, guest homes, cottages, real estate 
agents, etc. depending upon the information requested. De- 
tailed information was required in many cases, covering boat, 
train and plane schedules, listing of eating places, specified 
amusement and vacation facilities and services. 

The Board of Trade again this year had seven thousand 
five hundred directories printed for use at the Information 
Booth and distribution to travel bureaus throughout the 
country. 

A tabulation of these written inquiries was made, to find 
out where these requests came from. The results are as fol- 
lows: Written inquiries were received from 30 states plus 
Quebec and Ontario.

Report of the Town Hall Study Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


At the 1953 Annual Town Meeting this committee was 
appointed to study the advisability of modernizing the old 
plans for the expansion of the existing Town Hall building. 
The committee met five times and has carefully considered 
the problem after consultation with E. Gunnar Peterson, 
Registered Architect. 

The old plans were examined by Mr. Peterson and it is 
his opinion that the present building can be expanded in the 
manner originally contemplated. That is, wings could be 
added on each side of the front of the building and interior 
alterations of existing space would then provide sufficient 
area to house office personnel of all existing Town Depart- 
ments and continue the present quarters on the second floor 
for the National Guard unit. It is estimated that the total 
cost of such an addition and alteration would be $176,000. 

This represents a considerable sum of money and would 
produce a more crowded building arrangement than present- 
ly exists. The additional wings would occupy land now avail- 
able for access and parking and the proposed Hamlin Avenue 
extension would further reduce the Town Hall area. Accord- 
ingly, consideration was also given to the alternative of build- 
ing a new Town Hall at another location and it is estimated 
that a like amount of floor space in new construction could 
be obtained for $280,000. 

It is the judgment of this committee that it is not advis- 
able to modernize the present Town Hall but that it would be 
preferable to build a new Town Hall on the site of the Com- 
munity Center building. This recommendation includes raz- 
ing both old buildings so that the Town would have to main-

tain only one building rather than two as is now done. The 
two present buildings cost an average of over $5,500 each a 
year to operate and maintain and while it is not likely that 
the entire amount could be saved it is believed that a least 
$3,000 a year could be saved by the elimination of one build- 
ing. Over the life of a new building this would go a long way 
toward paying the difference between remodeling and new 
construction costs. In addition, if the Town so desired, a pub- 
lic parking area with meters could be provided on the site of 
the old Town Hall to relieve Main Street congestion in the 
summer and to provide revenue. 

The choice of the Community Center area as the proposed 
site for a new Town Hall is considered a good one in view of 
the fact that it is centrally located, it is already owned by the 
Town and there is enough land area to provide adequate space 
for present and future building needs as well as ample park- 
ing space for necessary Town Hall business. This committee 
feels that it is time that some of the old, unattractive Town 
buildings were replaced by new public buildings which will 
compare favorably with those of neighboring towns. It is 
felt that the economies afforded by the elimination of one 
building as outlined above makes it possible to believe that 
the Town can afford to think in terms of a new Town Hall. 
Something must be done to provide adequate and attractive 
quarters for Town offices; it is merely a matter of deciding 
whether to remodel at one figure or to build a new unit at 
another figure. This committee favors the latter for reasons 
already given. 

It is recommended that the Town appoint a new com- 
mittee to obtain plans for a new Town Hall and to provide 
a suitable sum for such plans.

Christmas Lighting Committee 
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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of in Fal- 
mouth. Both sprayers are in fair condition. Spraying for 
gypsy moth and browntails was done and during the trapping 
season I have collected 17 male moths. I am now checking 
for egg clusters which might have been blown into this area 
by the Worcester tornado on June 10. 

In 1954 I am asking for $4,000. for spraying and trim~- 
ming of elm trees for the continued prevention of dutch elm 
disease as recommended by the State Department of Natural 
Resources. The main thing is sanitation and good health of 
elms and getting as much of the dead wood as possible. 

This year I am including in my budget a sum of money 
for woodtick control and also for the control of poison ivy. 

The roadside trees have been sprayed for Japanese beetle 
and I would like to request that property owners who have 
elms on their own land would co-operate and have their elm 
trees and lawns sprayed. 

With the Dutch Elm Disease now in Falmouth and neigh- 
boring towns, owners of elm trees should contact the moth 
superintendent or some other responsible firm to have their 
elms trimmed and sprayed with DDT Oil Emulsion to help 
control the elm bark beetle carrier which spreads this de- 
structive disease.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The tent caterpillar webs and fall web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The elm trees were sprayed 
several times including a dormant spray with DDT Oil Emul- 
sion for the prevention of dutch elm disease. The elm trees 
on Elm Road and Davisville Road have been carefully trim- 
med. Young trees were planted throughout the town and the 
trees on the old High School and Library grounds, and in 
front of the Town Hall and on Main Street in that area have 
been heavily fertilized. This year I have replaced numerous 
trees that died due to the dry season, in spite of the fact that 
I used approximately $500.00 from the Tree Department 
budget for watering the trees. In the 1954 budget I am asking 
for additional money to be added to the budget for this 
purpose. 


Fifteen browntail nests were collected during the month 
of February. They were cut and burned. 


The State Department of Natural Resources urges us 
more than ever before not to pile the elm wood in the open 
unless it has been peeled. There is a penalty for taking elm 
wood from the dump which has been cut from dead elm 
trees as this old wood has a tendency to breed dutch elm 
disease. 


Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects such as 
browntail moths, gypsy moths, tent caterpillar, fall web and 
elm leaf beetle to keep elms in a healthy growing condition.

Please notify your tree warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of any irresponsible per- 
son calling themselves ‘‘experts’” who condemn your trees. 
Remember only a laboratory test can determine whether or 
not your elm trees are diseased.

The Town Harbors and Wharves Committee submit the 
following report for 1953. 

Articles have been submitted to you for insertion in the 
Annual Town Warrant to see if the Town will take additional 
land at the head of Falmouth Inner Harbor to make more 
harbor front available for public use at the Davis Marine 
Park. Also to extend the Town dock in Great Harbor, Woods 
Hole approximately 100 feet. It is hoped that participating 
funds for this project will be available from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

The Committee has voted to study ways and means of 
obtaining Federal, State and County funds to dredge the 
whole of Falmouth Inner Harbor and pump the dredged 
material onto Falmouth Heights Beach. If this can be accom- 
plished, the harbor will be deepened and the Heights Beach 
will be considerably improved. It is planned that the pre- 
liminary work in this project will be completed in time for 
Town Meeting action in February of 1955.

Harbor and Wharves Committee 
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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a summary of work done on highways 
during 1953. 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work has 
been completed to keep the roads in good condition, the work 
being continued every year. Gravel roads have been graded 
and gravel applied wherever necessary. 


Brush was mowed during the spring and fall, while brush 
cutting along the roadside is continued throughout the year. 


Under the Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1953, 
Beach Road was sealcoated for a distance of 5,450 feet. 
Hatchville Road, East Falmouth, running northerly from 
Route 28, East Falmouth, to Sandwich Road, was resurfaced 
with asphalt for a distance of 3,500 feet. This work was com- 
pleted with town labor and equipment under the supervision 
of the Highway Surveyor. The state appropriated one-third 
of the cost, the county one-third and the town one-third of 
the cost of the work. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1952 has 
been completed. New construction was completed on Old Sil- 
ver Beach Road and Nashawena Avenue for a distance of 
6,150 feet, running south towards West Falmouth. This work 
was a continuation of the 1951 contract. Construction was 
completed with town labor and equipment under the super- 
vision of the Highway Surveyor.

The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1953 has 
been awarded to Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc. The work con- 
sists of widening Pine Island Bridge over Nashawena Brook 
in West Falmouth, the work to be completed by Spring. The 
state appropriated one-half of the money, the county one- 
quarter and the town one-quarter of the cost of the work. 


A method of seal-coating against the weather has been 
provided. This method, ‘armor coating”, is done by applying 
a coating of heavy asphalt to the surface of the road and then 
rolling fine stone, embedding it into the road with a 10-ton 
roller. The asphalt provides a seal against the weather, and 
the stone provides protection against the wear of traffic. 


Trap rock is used in this process because it will support 
the roller without crushing the stone. If an inferior stone is 
used and crushes under the pressure of the roller, the purpose 
of the method is defeated, because pulverized stone does not 
provide an adequate surface for the road. 


Roads were seal-coated for a total distance of 9.3 miles. 
This included Brick Kiln Road, 2 miles; Teaticket Path, 1 
mile; Wild Harbor Road, 1 mile; County Road, 2 miles; Silver 
Beach Road, 1 mile; Beach Road, Falmouth, 1 mile; Linden 
Road, three-tenths of a mile. 


The following roads were widened, hardened and 
straightened during 1953: English Street, 1,250 feet; Stowers 
Street, 1,250 feet; Nickerson Street, 1,250 feet; Clearview 
Avenue and Field Street, 1,000 feet; Iroquois Street, 510 feet; 
Meadow Lane, 750 feet; Salt Pond Road, 1320 feet; Crystal 
Spring Avenue, 1,581 feet. 


Streets that were improved with sand and oil included 
Park Avenue, 800 feet; Hyatt Road, Agassis Road, Brooks 
Road, Minot Road and Clapp Road, all in Woods Hole, for 
a total distance of 3,100 feet; Shorewood Drive, 5,100 feet. 
Worcester Park East, Falmouth Heights, was improved for a 
distance of 840 feet with a gravel base. 


Bourne Avenue has been widened, hardened and straight- 
ened for 890 feet, running from Gifford Street, across Hamlin 
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Avenue, to the Lawrence High School building. 


Six thousand yards of fill has been placed north of the 
Village School for the purpose of constructing a two-way road 
from Main Street to Hamlin Avenue. 


Sidewalk construction during the year included building 
new walks on Scranton Avenue, 1,000 feet; Bourne Avenue, to 
the new Lawrence High School, 1,148 feet; and resurfacing 
2,000 feet of sidewalk on Grand Avenue South, Falmouth 
Heights. 


One hundred and eighty-four new traffic signs were 
erected at the specifications of the Selectmen and Chief of 
Police. A total of 216 street signs were re-painted and erected. 
All street and traffic sign repair work and re-painting is done 
in the department work shop. 


Bridges in the town were painted and steel rods were 
replaced wherever water and salt air had corroded them. 
Bridges on which this work was done include Great Pond 
Bridge, Maravista; Meadow Neck Bridge, Waquoit; Old Silver 
Beach Bridge and Chapaquoit Island Bridge. The overhead 
railroad bridge on Nathan S. Ellis Highway has been painted, 
and Bourne Pond Bridge and Menauhant Bridge have been 
re-painted. 


Wooden and cement guard post railings have been 
painted and repaired and are in good condition. New railings 
have been constructed wherever necessary. 


The Highway Shed and Repair Shop are in good condi- 
tion and all equipment, including snow removal equipment, 
is in good repair. 


I wish to express my appreciation to all department 
heads, committees and to my personnel for their cooperation 
this year.

The Building Code went into effect on January 5, 1953. 
We find this system to operate smoothly and have had the 
full co-operations of all Contractors.

Veterans’ Advisory Committee 
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Report of the Harbor and Beach 


Improvement Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Harbor and Beach Improvement Committee estab- 
lished under Article 60 of the 1953 Annual Town Meeting 
submits the following report: 


The Committee held its first meeting and organized on 
May 7, 1953, pursuant to a call by the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


The Committee conferred with other town committees, 
Town and State officials, and representatives of various 
village and beach improvement associations in order to de- 
termine what projects would be in the best interests of the 
Town. 


The Director of the Division of Waterways asked the 
Committee to use the funds in its care for a state sponsored 
group of projects. The Committee voted against blanket 
approval of this plan, some of the projects having been al- 
ready under other appropriations and some entailing cost to 
the Town which the Committee considered excessive. 


The Committee designated for State approval the follow- 
ing projects which have been completed: construction of a 
jetty at Eel River, Menauhant, and dredging of a portion of 
Green Pond, which lies between Acapesket and Davisville. 
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The Committee has also designated the installation of a 
new bulkhead along the west side of Falmouth Inner Harbor 
at the end of Clinton Avenue. This project has received 
approval by the State Department of Public Works. It should 
be submitted to bidders in the near future. 


Studies are currently being made of West Falmouth Har- 
bor for purposes of dredging the channel and yacht anchor- 
age. If this project is finally reeommended by the Committee 
and approved by the State, it is expected that it will require 
all the uncommitted funds remaining under the control of 
this Committee. 


The Committee submits the following recommendations: 
(1) The harbors and beaches of Falmouth constitute one of 
the Town’s greatest attractions and potential economic re- 
sources. A continuing program of annual appropriations for 
their development should be followed. 
(2) The projects for future deevlopment should be selected 
and costs determined in advance of the Town Meeting. They 
should be sponsored and administered by the appropriate 
constituted officials and committees of the Town.

December 31, 1953. 


A total of 1,917 Family Permits and 137 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined by me. 


A total of 14,733 miles were patrolled. 


Eleven arrests were made and 81 first offenders were filed 
in my records. 


Kighty-eight bushels of Quahaug seeds were removed 
from Perch Pond and reseeded in West Falmouth Harbor and 
Black Beach, West Falmouth. 


One thousand seventy bushels of Quahaugs were taken 
from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded in Great Pond, West 
Falmouth Harbor and Gansett Point, Woods Hole. 


One hundred seventy-six bushels of clam seeds were re- 
moved and reseeded in other areas in the Town during the 
time Perch Pond and Great Pond clam areas were open. 
Clams are well on their way back in Falmouth. I estimate the 
soft shell clams taken in Falmouth in the past year to be 
valued at more than $14,000.00; these being taken by Family 
Permit holders only. 


I have started an Oyster Project to collect oyster seeds to 
be transplanted in various sections of the Town so that in 
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three years I hope to have oyster beds for family and com- 
mercial use. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth 
for their cooperation during the past year.

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Report of Public Dumps 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Morin & Son very adequately fulfilled their part of the 
contract this past year in the collecting of rubbish and gar- 
bage, but we believe that more householders should acquaint 
themselves with the rules and regulations as set up by the 
Board of Health. 


Other than the permit of the town contractor, two other 
permits to collect garbage were issued and six others for 
transportation of rubbish through the streets of Falmouth. 


Some of the roadside dumps have been cleaned up dur- 
ing the year. People dumping rubbish along the roadsides do 
So in violation of the state and town regulations. Any person 
who sees dumping of rubbish or garbage in places other than 
the town dumps are asked to report these violations at once 
to the Police Department. There is a severe penalty for de- 
positing rubbish or garbage on any public road or street or 
within twenty feet thereof. 


24,154 loads of rubbish and garbage have been taken to 
the Gifford Street dump this year. The North Falmouth dump 
takes care of refuse from that part of the town but all gar- 
bage MUST be taken to the Gifford Street dump. 


The small bulldozer which was purchased second hand 
two years ago facilitated the work during the summer but a 
great many repairs were needed to Keep it in running condi- 
tion, and at this time it is entirely out of commission and 
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bulldozers have had to be hired. A new bulldozer will be 
asked for in the budget for 1954 which this department feels 
is very necessary to take care of the dump in an approved 
manner.

It has been 
necessary to have the heavy crane several times to clear the 
outlets of Fresh, Salt and Trunk Rivers and the force pump 
to clear Little Pond River at Maravista, Complaints from 
property owners along the rivers and ponds where the water 
has backed up into the cellars have been taken care of as 
far as the appropriation voted at town meeting has allowed. 


Herring Rivers are required by law to be kept open during 
the spawning season to allow the herring to enter the ponds. 


Attention is called to the state law that between March 
1 and June 15 herring cannot be taken on Sundays, Tuesdays 
or Thursdays of each week.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


The Tree Planting Committee has planted three sub- 
stantial size elms on the main street in Falmouth Village con- 
tinuing the plan adopted and commenced last year. The 
choice of the elm tree for this purpose was thoroughly con- 
sidered in all respects and the decision reached that elm trees 
properly cared for would not fall victims to the Dutch Elm 
disease even though a few scattered cases have been known 
in the Falmouth area. Furthermore, these trees definitely 
carry out the spirit of the Falmouth Green further into the 
village. 


Four maples were planted on Ardmore Street in the Mara-~ 
vista section. Again, these trees have been planted on im- 
proved land following the policy of not planting any trees on 
unimproved land where they are likely to be damaged if not 
wholly destroyed. 


The project of planting maples along Davisville Road 
started sometime ago has been completed with the replace- 
ment of new trees where several of those originally planted 
failed to survive. 


The committee earnestly requests the voters of the town 
to approve all such monies as the finance committee shall 
recommend for further tree planting. The fact cannot be 
stressed too strongly that trees require not days, weeks, or 
months but years before their full beauty and purpose can 
be attained. Even planting trees is futile if ample funds are 
“not forthcoming to properly care for the work already set 
out. A considerable amount of this year’s appropriation has 
had to be used for this very purpose; thus, greatly limiting 
the new work that even could be considered. Therefore, in 
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order to noticeably enhance the beauty of our town, a fund 
adequate to make a real bite into the work, not a mere nibble 
should be appropriated for the ensuing year. 


The members of the committee deeply feel the loss of 
Harry V. Lawrence and Ellis M. Lewis two of its most out- 
standing members who passed on during the past year.

The Woods Hole Public Library continues to grow in use- 
fulness. Each year more and more residents come to read the 
current magazines and to take out books.

Funds for the maintenance of the Library are derived 
chiefly from dues of its members, gifts by friends, and from 
the proceeds of an educational lecture given each year at the 
close of the summer season. The Town of Falmouth contri- 
butes somewhat less than one-fourth of the budget. 

This year the Penzance Players gave $150, a part of the 
proceeds from their annual play. Other gifts totalled $420. 
We have received from the family of Franklin Gifford a valu- 
able collection of his paintings of Woods Hole as it appeared 
in earlier days. These are now on display in the Library. In 
memory of Mrs. Jerome Kidder, who for many years took an 
active part in Library affairs, her daughter presented a fine 
model of the whaleship Sunbeam, and also many books from 
the library of Mr. Kidder. For these, and many smaller gifts 
the Library is most grateful. _

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Report of the West Falmouth Library

Gentlemen: 


The West Falmouth Library has met well the reading 
needs of our community the past year, with a circulation of 
4,443 books, including some 362 magazines checked out, also. 
We have acquired 147 books almost half of which were 
gifts from good friends of our institution. The 83 new books 
purchased represent an outlay of almost two dollars a volume. 
A few of these were replacements of worn out books. Sev- 
eral memorial books have been given this year. We have 16 
periodicals, half of which are gifts, also. Our new registra- 
tions were 80 adults and children. Many summer residents 
return to us season after season, some leaving gifts for our 
book fund. A concert of classical music was given for the 
benefit of our library by Mrs. Truman Fassett, and some of 
her friends. 


The library building is increasingly used as a community 
center, the emphasis specially on recreation. However, it is 
the gathering place for some Scout troops, a sewing group, 
and sometimes County Extension classes. A Play School still 
flourishes three mornings a week. Expensive improvements 
have been made in the building to establish another entrance.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from July 6, 
1952 to August 15, 1953, made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of a 
report made to me by Mr. William Schwartz, Assistant Direc- 
tor of Accounts.

Sir: 
As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from July 6, 


1952, the date of the previous examination, to August 15, 1953, 
and report thereon as follows: 
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The financial transactions as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined and 
checked for the period covered by the audit. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s books and with the records of 
the several departments collecting money for the town or 
committing bills for collection. The recorded payments were 
checked with the treasury warrants and with the disburse- 
ments as shown by the treasurer’s books. The appropriations 
and transfers, as entered in the ledger, were checked with the 
town clerk’s records of town meeting votes and with the 
finance committee’s authorization of transfers from the re- 
serve fund. 


The general and appropriation ledger accounts were ana- 
lyzed, the necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial condition of the 
town on August 15, 1953. 


It was noted that expenditures, other than for the pur- 
chase of parking meters, are being charged directly to parking 
meter receipts in accordance with a vote passed at the annual 
town meeting of February 13, 1952 “authorizing the selectmen 
to make whatever rules and regulations may be necessary to 
allow the use of Parking Meter receipts during the year 1952 
and to continue until otherwise voted by the town”. 


In connection with the above vote, attention is directed 
to the provisions of Chapter 44, Section 22A, General Laws, 
which permits the payment for the acquisition or installation 
of parking meters only, from fees received without appropria- 
tion. All payments for the maintenance and operation of the 
parking meters should be made from specific appropriations, 
which may be voted from the accumulated receipts. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The cash book was footed throughout, and 
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the cash balance on August 15, 1953 was verified by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the bank in 
which town funds are deposited. 


The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked with 
the town accountant’s books, with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. 
The payments were compared with the treasury warrants 
authorizing the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the 
town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of federal 
taxes and for Blue Cross and Blue Shield were examined and 
checked. The payments to the federal depository and to the 
Massachusetts Hospital Service, Inc., were compared with the 
amounts withheld from employees’ salaries and wages. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were proved with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities and coupons on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in 
custody of the town treasurer and trustees were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and all balances and transac- 
tions were verified and checked with the books of the town 
accountant. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked in detail. The amounts 
added to the tax title account were compared with the collec- 
tor’s and the accountant’s books and the recorded redemp- 
tions were checked with the treasurer’s cash book. 


It is once again recommended that action be taken to 
foreclose all tax titles held over two years as required by law. 


The books and accounts of the former tax collector, for 
the period from July 6, 1952 to May 3, 1953, and of the tempo- 
rary tax collector, from May 4 to August 15, 1953, were exam- 
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ined and checked in detail. The taxes and motor vehicle and 
trailer excise outstanding at the time of the previous exami- 
nation, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited 
and compared with the assessors’ records. The payments to 
the treasurer were verified, the abatements were checked 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the trans- 
fers to the tax title account were proved, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and reconciled with the controlling 
accounts in the ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The commitment lists were 
proved, the payments to the treasurer were verified, the 
abatements were checked with the records in the departments 
authorized to grant them, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the controlling accounts in the 
general ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money 
to the town, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked in detail. The collections on account of dog and 
sporting licenses and for miscellaneous licenses and permits 
issued were verified and compared with the payments to the 
town treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries and Game. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required by 
law to furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


The records of departmental cash collections by the board 
of selectmen, the sealer of weights and measures, the inspec- 
tor of buildings, the inspector of wires, and the inspector of 
plumbing, as well as the police, fire, health, highway, public 
welfare, school, library, and recreation departments, and by 
all other departments in which money was collected for the 
town, were examined and checked in detail. The payments 
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to the treasurer were verified and the cash on hand in 
the several departments, including petty cash advances, was 
proved by actual count. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s 
and the temporary tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, 
excise, departmental and water accounts, as well as tables 
showing the condition and transactions of the trust, invest- 
ment, and retirement funds. 


For the cooperation received from all town officials during 
the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants 
and for myself, to express appreciation.

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
the Town for the new Police Station Addition. A detail re- 
port will be found in the Building Committee’s report. 


During the year our Safety Officer, Leonard Martin, or- 
ganized a Traffic Patrol for the safety of school children in 
all the schools. The co-operation of Faculty Advisers, Teach- 
ers and children has made the Safety Patrol very satisfactory. 
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The resignation of Patrolman Merle A. Davis, who had 
been with the department for the past three years was ac- 
cepted with regret. 


This vacancy has been filled by Arthur Lawrence who 
was appointed a permanent member of the department last 
October. 


The increase in auto mileage is due mostly to the answer- 
ing of a larger number of complaints, and to the constant 
and diligent patrolling of all roads during the past year which 
has reduced reckless driving resulting in less traffic violations 
and accidents causing personal injuries and fatalities. 


The department was awarded a plaque commending its 
outstanding record of no Pedestrian Deaths during 1952 as 
reported in the AAA National Pedestrian Protection Contest.

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Report of the Shore Erosion Committee

Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee submits herewith its re- 
port for the year 1953. 

The committee, through the Board of Selectmen, par- 
ticipated in only one contract with the State and County 
during the past year. The work done included the construc- 
tion of one jetty at the southerly end of Silver Beach, along 
the mouth of Wild Harbor River and the dredging of a chan- 
nel in the river, with the material being placed north of the 
jetty to restore the beach. The State and Town contributed 
$7,355.00 each for this work and the County later reimbursed 
the Town with $3,530. 

The committee will submit the following projects for the 
coming year: rebuild the existing jetties opposite Little Pond 
at Maravista; build two jetties at the M.B.L. beach at Woods 
Hole; riprap Fresh River outlet at Surf Drive and riprap the 
highway at Menauhant. 

Due to the expanded budget of the State Waterways Divi- 
sion, the committee is asking the Town to appropriate $15,000 
at the annual meeting to provide sufficient funds for match- 
ing State and County monies for shore protection.

Shore Erosion Committee 
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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Beach Committee herewith makes its report for the 
year 1953. 


The efficient, conscientious work of our supervisory staff, 
maintenance men, life guards and special police officers, 
made possible the most extensive beach program in Falmouth 
history. 


Swimming classes were conducted at six town beaches 
by trained instructors. More than 550 children were enrolled 
in the classes. Red Cross certificates were awarded to 287 
who satisfactorily completed the various tests. 


Three championship swimming meets were held during 
the season with 390 children participating. 


A basic course in boating and sailing was conducted in 
cooperation with the Megansett Yacht Club, under the super- 
vision of a Red Cross water safety instructor. Forty-seven 
enrolled in the course and thirty-seven were awarded Red 
Cross Certificates. 


Life Guard drills were conducted weekly under the direc- 
tion of Mr. John Tullis, in cooperation with the Cape Cod 
Chapter of the American Red Cross. 


Our beaches are capable of providing adequate accom- 
modation for Falmouth residents and their guests; however, 
on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays our fine beaches draw 
many thousands of visitors from out-of-town. Providing for 
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so many visitors entails a considerable expense. We believe 
the time has come to consider the advisability of charging 
these visitors a reasonable parking fee to help defray the in- 
creasing costs and to ease the burden placed on Falmouth 
taxpayers. 


The total receipts for the season were $4,997.98, including 
rentals from the concessions. This amount was paid into the 
town treasury. 


Your committee spent hundreds of hours, and drove 
thousands of miles, in an endeavor to provide the finest beach 
program on the Cape. We believe the results were worth the 
effort. We had splendid cooperation from the newspapers, 
certain town officials, several town committees and depart- 
ments, and from thousands of Falmouth taxpayers. We trust 
we shall have the continued support of everyone in making 
our beaches, often called our greatest asset, of increasing 
value and benefit to the town.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1953. 

The number of new roads laid out by the Selectmen took 
a great deal of time in the field and office to prepare the 
plans for filing. The preparation of the data used in defining 
a street line involves a great many computations and as these 
layouts usually come in at the close of the year, the office has 
a difficult time in doing this work in time for the Town Meet- 
ing. The petitions for road layouts should be filed not later 
than October 15 in order to give sufficient time to make the 
surveys. 

A new layout of Nashawena Street at West Falmouth 
was made for the County Commissioners and involved land 
takings from all of the abutters. The layout was made 60 
feet in width for the new construction now being done to 
the roadway and bridge. 

Surveys were made and bounds set to re-establish the 
lines on Falmouth Heights Road, Harbor Avenue, Little Rock 
Avenue, Jericho Path, Holland Street, Johnson Street, Mara- 
vista Avenue, Lakeview Avenue, Howes Lane, Scranton Ave- 
nue and Hamlin Avenue. 

License plans were prepared and submitted to the State 
Waterways Division for filling in Shivericks Pond at the rear 
of the Elementary School. There was no objection at the 
hearing and the license was granted. The lines for this fill 
were staked out and the highway department placed the fill 
during the summer. 
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Surveys and plans were made of the land to be purchased 
at the head of Falmouth Harbor for Davis Marine Park and 
also of the land at West Falmouth and Menauhant for park- 
ing purposes. 

The Town Forester requested to have the property lines 
cut out along the northerly and westerly boundaries in pre- 
paration for clearing and planting. These lines were run out 
and additional bounds set to mark the lines more clearly. 

A set of drawings was made of all town beach property 
for the Beach Committee. Plans for the development of park- 
ing areas at the harbor bulkhead next to the Tides Hotel, 
Chapoquoit Beach, Old Silver Beach and Megansett Beach 
were prepared. Aerial photos and plans of all harbors in the 
town are being made for the Harbor Committee to use in 
their planning. 

The Zoning Map was revised to date and a series of plates 
drawn for the new zoning booklet. These plates were made 
on cloth and sets have been printed for distribution to the 
public. 

A new set of plans for the Water Department are being 
prepared to show the complete system on 100 and 200 foot 
scale maps and all the buildings that are serviced by the de- 
partment. These plans will be on tracing cloth and will be 
printed and bound in book form. 

The assessors maps need to be revised again with new 
sets printed for the various offices that use them. This work 
is now being done and will be continued without interruption 
until all deeds prior to January 1954 have been plotted. There 
is a change in the method of copying the records at the regis- - 
try of deeds being made at the end of this year and in the 
future it will be possible to plot the changes within a week 
after the recording of the deeds.

We are pleased to report that with the completion of 
the new addition the Town now has one of the best Police 
Stations on the Cape. 


This addition was voted at a Special Town Meeting on 
June 30, 1952 


The amount of $22,200.00 was appropriated to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the following committee; Law- 
rence Burdo, Chairman; Harold L. Baker, Secretary; Harry 
Randall, Norman Williams, George H. Bigelow, William E. 
English, Charles R. Stowers and J. Edward Nickerson. 


At a meeting of the committee it was voted unanimously 
that E. Gunnar Peterson of Falmouth be instructed to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for the wing. 


On December 20, 1952, a meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of awarding the contract. From the three bids received 
the committee voted unanimously to award the contract to 
Manuel T. Medeiros of North Falmouth for $20,625.50. 


The architect’s fee and advertising amounted to $1,574.50. 
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Ground was broken for the new addition on December 
29, 1952. Due to inclement weather the building progressed 
slowly. 


It was finished on June 3, 1953. On June 12, 1953, at 3:30 
P. M., the Building Committee met at the Police Station, in- 
spected and accepted the new addition.

Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners herewith submit their annual 
report for the year 1953. 


The Town of Falmouth lost in the death of Mr. Ellis M. 
Lewis, Park Commissioner for over 33 years. a devoted and 
intense Public Servant. His very life was his great interest 
in Public Lands and their acquisition and conservation for 
the needs of the Townspeople. His many and frequent trips 
to Boston during his years of service in quest of information 
made Him one of the best informed men in Massachusetts 
concerning the Law in relation to the Public Domain. The 
outstanding Park System in Falmouth is largely due to his 
foresight and steadfastness. Here indeed was a truly out- 
standing Public Servant. The naming of a Park for Him, gave 
Him a deep feeling of pride. Mr. Lewis himself said, “No 
thanks could please me more than that a Park should be 
named for me.” 


The Commissioners wish to submit for the consideration 
of the Citizens of Falmouth the following letter.

The Park referred to is Goodwill Park. The Courteous 
Gentleman was the late Park Commissioner Ellis M. Lewis, 
who spent all his time attending to the needs of those using 
the Facilities of Goodwill. 


No one Department can adequately serve a Community 
unless other Departments within that Community, when call- 
ed upon, readily contribute much needed Services. The above 
exists in the Town of Falmouth because had it not been for 
the most willing cooperation of other Departments, and effi- 
cient carrying out of many duties of the Park Department 
it would have been very difficult. For the above Services the 
Park Department is deeply grateful. 


The Commissioners feel that the type of report given the 
last three years gives a more adequate picture of Parks, Play- 
grounds and Ball Parks for the Citizens of Falmouth and are 
therefore continuing same. 


PARKS 


Goodwill Park: 

The Department is continuing as a matter of policy the 
clearing out of underbrush and weed trees during the winter 
months. An important tree planting took place in the Spring 
when 2500 trees were set out. The types planted were as fol- 
lows: 1200 Red Pine, 800 White Pine and 500 Spruce. An ad- 
ditional slide was placed at the picnic grounds thus giving 
more facilities for play for the children accompanying their 
parents. Whatever thinning out has taken place has been in 
accordance with the Policy of Reforestation of the State of 
Massachusetts. 


Goodwill Park Revenue: 
The Town received the sum of $340.00 for wood which 
was made possible by clearing done during the winter months. 
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Ellis M. Lewis Park: 

The very definite increase in the number of children 
using the playground necessitated an additional Seesaw and 
Swings, also a Giant Slide was added. Part of the swamp has 
been filled by material coming from the knoll near the pond. 
This area when finally completed will have a combination 
Ice Skating, Roller Skating Rink, which will be flooded from 
the pond. The Rink will be available for Basketball and Vol- 
ley Ball. 

A stone has been placed in front of the tennis courts 
upon which will be placed a plaque given by the Falmouth 
Grange, designating this as the Ellis M. Lewis Park. 


Village Green Park: 

The Sprinkler System proved its great value by the very 
effective way in which the grass surface was maintained 
throughout the Summer. Also general maintenance and over- 
all care was continued throughout the year.

This skating would not have been possible if the 
North Falmouth Citizens had not contributed most valuable 
help and assistance. Without this help the Department would 
have been helpless. For that help the Department is most 
grateful. General maintenance and overall care was con- 
tinued throughout the year. 
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Central Park (Falmouth Heights): 

New players’ benches as well as other benches were added 
to greatly increase the Baseball Player and Fan comfort. A 
system of cement posts set apart at a distance less than. the 
standard Car Width prevented cars from parking on and 
crossing over the Right Field and Right Center Field sections 
of the Outfield. General maintenance and overall care was 
continued throughout the year. 


Crescent Park: ‘ 
General maintenance and overall care was continued 
throughout the year.

Money voted by the Town last year made the installation 
of curbing here possible.

The Fertilization Program commenced in 1950 has been 
carried out in connection with every Playground, Baseball 
Park and Park. The Department has continued its care of 
the grounds in and around the Town Infirmary. 


Little League Projects: 

When and wherever necessary the Park Superintendent 
and his Assistants spent time making the Little League Dia- 
monds always playable. This is a definite part of the Depart- 
ment’s policy on care and continued upkeep of All Ball Parks. 

A total of 34 benches were placed during the year. Also 
new fences were erected at Central Park and the East Fal- 
mouth Baseball Park.

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Report of Recreation Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1953: 


Committee Meetings: . 

Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the Second Monday of each month. The holding of regu- 
lar meetings and any special meetings that were deemed 
necessary in the building -was helpful to the Committee. This 
made an observance of the Building while in operation pos- 
sible and a more complete understanding of many new needs 
that arose. Also a real and close view of the many problems 
that are always putting in an appearance where supervised 
activities are held were witnessed by the Committee. 


Personnel: 

The Committee in reporting to the Town wishes to im- 
press upon the Townspeople the tremendous and difficult task 
that confronts our Directors, daily. The Committee is entirely 
conversant with the problems that are attendant upon the 
running of a Building such as ours. Therefore any and all 
action taken by the Committee upon the recommendation of 
the Director is done with but one view in mind. That View 
is that the Interests of a Few must always be Subordinate to 
the Interests of the Many. Also, Imaginary Rights have not 
and never will receive Recognizance as over and against the 
Recognized Rights of All. This is a Community Recreation 
Building and as a Recreation Building for the use of the Com- 
munity, We your Committee and Directors intend it shall 
remain. 
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Rules and Regulations: 

The Recreation Building Committee have at all times 
screened most carefully every request for the use of the Build- 
ing and its Facilities. The Committee wishes at all times to 
be fair. The Committee feels however that the first consider- 
ation should always be the continued protection of the Build- 
ing and its Equipment. 


Activity Survey: 

The Immediate Needs of Teenagers residing in Falmouth 
was brought most forcibly to the attention of the Public due 
to a Survey conducted by the Sophomore Class of the Law- 
rence High School. A Public Panel Discussion was subse- 
quently held in the Hall Auditorium where many interesting 
questions were brought to the fore, some needed prompt an- 
swering. In lieu of the previous statement Mr. Augustus 
Canty, Director of the Falmouth Recreation Building, drew up 
an Activity Survey which was given to the Students of Law- 
rence High under the most helpful direction of the Senior 
Class. When completed and checked it was shown that ap- 
proximately 600 students had checked one or more questions. 
The various headings were as follows: Social Activities, Clubs, 
Crafts, Music, Art, Drama and Sports. Those receiving the 
greatest attention were Ballroom Dances and Dancing Les- 
sons, Disc-jockey Dances, Camera Club, Leather Craft, Song 
Groups, Painting and Interior Decorating, Acting and Produc- 
ing Plays, Roller Skating, Basket Ball, Volley Ball, Judo and 
Wrestling. The Committee therefore in order to take care of 
the above choices adequately found it necessary to request 
additional money, which need can be most readily understood 
by the Townspeople. 


Recommendations: 

The Committee feels that the Townspeople of Falmouth 
fully appreciating the position which the Falmouth Recre- 
ation Building occupies will most willingly go along with the 
Policy set up last year of having a Specific Type of Mainte- 
nance carried out each year. We are the only Town owned 
building operating a coal furnace. The type of furnace in 
use here requires much of the janitor’s time that is other- 
wise needed, also complaints have been received because of 
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inadequate heating. The kitchen used by many Organizations 
is not only inadequate but also antique, most particularly the 
back-breaking sink. We have been offered a new gas range 
by the Superintendent of Schools. We feel that the replacing 
of the present sink by a stainless steel double sink plus the 
new range and a series of Cupboards built around the walls 
will give a most needed modern and usable kitchen. The 
Building is badly in need of Two Coats of Paint. Never again 
must a single coat of paint job be employed, because it is not 
Economical. The Tax Payers of Falmouth we hope will not 
be amazed at your Committee requests. Everyone knows that 
the moment that the Town of Falmouth purchased the Re- 
creation Building that the responsibility for its Upkeep was 
part of the purchase price extending over the vears of its use. 
At no time has a finer investment been made in Public Rela- 
tions than the purchase of this Building by the Town of Fal- 
mouth. To allow the Building to Deteriorate because the lack 
of Proper and Adequate Maintenance is nothing short of 
criminal. To be penny wise, can be pound foolish. The only 
one of the three above requests for which the Town of Fal- 
mouth will again have to appropriate money, is after a period 
of time, the repainting of the Building which is in itself a 
very definite protective measure. Under Special Repairs the 
Committee is asking for $3,550.00. $1,500.00 is for the instal- 
lation of an oil furnace. $1,350.00 is for the painting of the 
Building with Two Coats. $700.00 is for the complete rehabil- 
itation of the kitchen. Other Repairs are taken care of in 
the Budget under Maintenance and Repairs.

Again this year we note from the records a small drop in 
oil burner fires, but, find that improper operation causing 
flooded burners is one of the most common. This can be over- 
come to a great extent by reading the instructions or fol- 
lowing instructions given for the particular burner by the 
installer or the manufacturer. 


I would like to recommend that all oil burning equip- 
ment, especially power burners, be cleaned and thoroughly 
checked at least once a year, by a qualified oil burner man. 


The defective wiring fires were mostly automobile fires 
in older model cars. 
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With the retirement of Captain Turner, the bureau has 
suffered a great loss. He was very efficient in all respects in 
his inspection work. May Captain Turner’s retirement be 
nothing but smooth sailing. Lt. Rogers and Lt. Costa have 
taken hold fine with their new duties and are progressing 
very satisfactorily.

Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm 
System for which I am responsible. 

All fire alarm boxes have been painted this year. 

Regular monthly tests, and examinations have been done 
on all fire alarm boxes and associated equipment. 

I have replaced several of the I.C.S. type fire alarm bat- 
teries with new ones and I recommend that the balance of 
the old batteries be replaced next year. 

I also recommend that a complete tree trimming project 
be done on all fire alarm circuits next year, and I have in- 
cluded the cost of this work in my fire alarm budget for the 
coming year. 

Four of the six DC current relays on the S.B.S.B. at Head- 
quarters have become grounded due to foreign current pass- 
ing through them, and it will be necessary to replace all of 
the relays with a later type as the present relays are no 
longer being made or serviced. 

The signal room at Headquarters has been changed over 
this year. A new P.B.X telephone switchboard was installed 
by the telephone company, and a fire alarm desk and control 
board was made up by members of the fire department and 
now in operation. A considerable amount of rewiring, and the 
installation of splice boxes, and conduit had to be done. 

I have made the usual amount of transfers of fire alarm 
equipment to new telephone poles this year. 

I assisted the Christmas Lighting Committee again this 
year as well as other town departments in an electrical 
capacity.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1953, for the maintenance and repair of fire apparatus. 


The major repairs for this year are as follows: 


Engine 1: At the general alarm fire this year the starting 
motor unit which consists of the starter, distributor and gen- 
erator shorted out, replaced with complete rebuilt unit; com- 
pletely rebuilt pumping unit; installed two 6-volt batteries in 
place of one 12-volt battery; rebuilt Ross relief valve. 


Engine 2: Completely rebuilt pumping unit; rebuilt Ross 
relief valve; two 6-volt batteries. This engine and the above 
engine were both put to a pumping test and worked effi- 
ciently. 


Engine 4: Replaced all four brake cylinders and master 
cylinder; serviced booster brake cylinder; renewed packings 
in water pump; installed 6-volt heavy duty battery; replaced 
both grease retaining seals in rear end. 


Engine 5: Replaced three gears in main engine trans- 
mission; installed new carburetor and gas line on main en- 
gine; minor repairs to auxiliary pumping engine; replaced 
two front brake lines. 


Service Truck: Replaced all new brake lining, wheel 
cylinders and emergency brake band. 


Chief’s Car: Replaced two alternators, two radiators, two 
fans and belts; twice replaced all bearings, replaced pistons, 
rings, valves and valve springs; replaced emergency brake; 
replaced clutch plate, pressure plate and release bearing; re- 
placed shock absorbers and bushings; front end completely 
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rebuilt; installed new seals in transmission; replaced water 
pump. 


1946 Ambulance: Replaced all new universal joints, new 
piston seal, 5 new low pressure wheels and tires which are 
working very satisfactorily.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


For my report for the past year, the personnel changes 
have been as follows: John H. Howe, Clifford Amaral, and 
Harold Croft were appointed as permanent firefighters in 
July. Arthur C. Medeiros was appointed as a Military Substi- 
tute for Charles Corey who is absent on military leave in the 
Navy. On December 20 was confirmed as on the permanent 
force. These changes were finally filled as a result of the 
adoption of the 70-hour schedule. 


On December 15, 1953, Manuel L. Turner, Captain In- 
spector in the Fire Department retired from service on a phy- 
sical disability. This man has received two commendations 
on his excellent work in the department and it is my opinion 
that through his devotion to fire prevention work the num- 
ber of fires have been reduced to a great extent. His work 
consisted of all fire inspections in buildings other than one 
or two family houses and the inspection of all oil burner and 
gas appliances that have been installed in the town in the 
past two years. 


As a result of his retirement, the Board of Fire Engineers 
determined that the policy of having two Lieutenant Inspec- 
tors at Headquarters, such as was recommended by the Fi- 
nance Committee in 1949, would be re-established. A vacancy 
in the ranks of Captains resulted in Joseph Goudreau being 
promoted, on a temporary basis, to the rank of Captain in 
charge of Station 2, Woods Hole, and James F. Rogers and 
Raleigh Costa were promoted to Lieutenant Inspectors at 
Headquarters. 


The following activities by the Fire Department are sub- 
mitted :— 


On the ninth and tenth of January, the Department was 
called out to pump out flooded cellars caused by serious heavy 
rains and at one time there were eight pumping jobs to be 
performed. The department only has one cellar pump and 
we were obliged to take them in turn. This caused a continu- 
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ous round of work until relief could be given. The writer re- 
egrets that we do not have sufficient amount of equipment on 
hand to meet, at once, such disasters and we are obliged to 
take them in turn as the call is received. 


On February 15, a fire occurred in Mrs. Florence Tink- 
ham’s house in Woods Hole, causing a $10,500 loss. The cause 
was assumed to be from the upsetting of a space oil heater 
by her pet cats. This fire gained headway because there was 
a late discovery of the fire. 


On June 9, approximately 10 p.m. a Civil Defense ‘alert’ 
was received in Falmouth Headquarters. All men were called 
in. At that time we were advised that a tornado had struck 
the city of Worcester and the surrounding towns and had cre- 
ated considerable damage. It was feared that it was heading 
in this direction. The department was held on duty until 
after 1 o’clock on the morning of June 10. I made a contact 
with the Worcester department and found out that there was 
a serious disaster as a result I took Mr. Eastman and drove 
to Worcester. Upon arrival I learned that they were contact- 
ing other cities and towns and requesting assistance and help. 
I communicated with our department and found that orders 
had been received from the Regional Civil Defense Director 
to create a convoy and furnish as many Kinds of equipment 
as possible that could deal with the situation. By 3 p.m. a 
convoy from the Cape, of which Falmouth was a part, started 
for Worcester. I met the convoy in Milford, Mass., and hav- 
ing received our relief assignment proceeded on to location 
in the city. For the next six days the Town of Falmouth fur- 
nished flood lighting in the disaster area each night so that 
workers could continue their work of clearing the tornado 
damage and rehabilitating and rehousing the victims. The 
Federal Government, as I understand it, has now furnished 
funds to reimburse the Town of Falmouth for the services 
rendered and the bills incurred. I believe that the Civil De- 
fense Director will place an article in the town warrant which 
will authorize our Town Treasurer to make these payments. 


The most serious fire for the year occurred on June 30. It 
was the old William T. Rich summer dwelling in the Megan- 
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sett area. This fire, at the time of discovery, was found to be 
of a fast burning nature. Upon the response of the first pump- 
ing engine from West Falmouth, it was immediately found 
that there was an insufficient volume of water available in 
the public main. This necessitated my having to put engines 
1 and 2 “at draft” from the harbor. The unnecessary delay 
resulted in practically a total loss to the structure although 
the new wing was saved. This loss amounted to $127,207. Be- 
cause of the fact that there was a danger to the surrounding 
buildings, I called for assistance from the surrounding towns 
but due to the thoughtlessness of spectators going to the fire, 
it was impossible to utilize the equipment that was sent with 
the exception of one truck from Otis Field which was able to 
get through before being prevented by the illegal parking of 
cars. 


This fire has shown that the need for additional water 
volume is very urgent in some of the other sections of the 
town as well as this one. In addition to this steps should be 
taken to prevent the spectators going to a fire parking in 
such a manner as to prevent the passage of fire apparatus, 
police vehicles and ambulances to and from a fire. There 
were several men injured at this fire and two required hospi- 
talization. I wish to point out that Section 7A of Chapter 89 
provides that a fine up to $100 will be imposed on any person 
who leaves a car unattended on any way, either public or 
private, which may obstruct the free passage of fire equip- 
ment. In the future, court action will result if this situation 
occurs again. 


I have also been given the assurance by the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles that he will suspend the registration and 
driving license of any person who has been reported as being 
responsible for such parking. 


The year was free of serious fires from this Abbott fire 
until our Halloween “workout”. On that date it seemed that 
the height of vandalism had reached our town. We had the 
unprecedented situation of having twelve separate alarms 
between the hours of 7:54 p.m. and 5:35 a.m. when the final 
recall was sent through. 
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The following is a list of the calls as shown on our log. 
starting as follows: 


October 31— 
7:54 p.m. Large Hay pile on Jones Road. 
8:22 p.m. False Alarm was pulled at Box 142. 
8:26 p.m. An automobile was discovered burning on 
Brick Kiln Road. 
10:08 p.m. False Alarm was pulled at Box 39 Penzance. 
10:18 p.m. False Alarm was pulled at Box 45 W. Falmouth. 
11:30 p.m. A shed belonging to Joseph Bishop on Brick 
Kiln set afire. 
12:21 a.m. A shed belonging to John Araujo of Sandwich 
Rd. set afire. 
7:48 a.m. A shed belonging to Mary Santos of Brick Kiln 
Rd. set afire. 
2:34 a.m. A shed belonging to Frank Pena, Sandwich 
Rd., set afire. 
3:23 a.m. A storage shed belonging to Robert Santos, 
Sandwich Rd. was set afire. 
4:16 a.m. A building belonging to Luciano Botelho of 
Hatchville, Mail Road was set on fire.

All of the above fire calls were plainly the result of ma- 
licious intent by persons not Known as yet. The matter has 
been turned over to the State Fire Marshal for investigation. 
If any person has any information concerning these fires, it 
should be given to either the fire or police officials. Any in- 
formation will be held in the strictest confidence and the 
name of the complainant or informant will be kept strictly 
confiidential. This type of vandalism is extremely hard to 
detect and if found to be successfully carried out at night, 
it will encourage the participants to the extent that summer 
property or even occupied dwellings could be treated in the 
same way with a possible result in loss of taxable property 
and possible loss of life to the occupants. 


For the first time in the history of this department we 
have been called upon to assist the Air Force in searching for 
downed planes and pilots. On October 27, 1953, this depart- 
ment received a request by the Search and Rescue Officer 
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from Otis Field to organize a search for a plane presumed 
to have crashed in the North Falmouth area. The pilot was 
found but the radio operator was never found and it is be- 
lieved that he was lost over the water. A period of extensive 
search for a week was undertaken by the Air Force author- 
ities. The fire department carried on their work as requested 
under the direction of the Search and Rescue Officer. 


In November this department was asked to participate 
in the recovery of a man drowned in Barnstable area while 
scalloping. Dragging and recovery equipment was sent to the 
area reporting to the Chief of the Barnstable Fire District 
in charge of the operation. 


It is with regret that I report the loss of life of two per- 
sons, Mr. Marsh and Mr. Myers, summer residents at Seacoast 
Shores. Their deaths were caused by carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. These deaths occurred because of an improper con- 
nected hot water gas heating appliance, and the improper 
venting of the same. This work they had performed them- 
selves and met their death due to this improper installation. 


In spite of our attempt to prevent such occurrences and 
require a proper installation by competent installers this is 
an example what can happen if the proper precautions are 
not undertaken. This installation was not installed with a 
proper permit. It is almost impossible to detect such installa- 
tions unless we have been advised of them. This occurance 
proves what I have always said that the use of gas is safe and 
efficient if used in proper installed appliances, but it is unsafe 
and deadly when not used properly. Therefore, this should be 
a strong reminder that all installations require a permit so 
that we can protect the occupants from such accidents as 
this one. 


On June 21, this department received a call to send an 
ambulance to Seacoast Shores. Upon arrival it was found 
that Joseph McTiernan of Quincy, Mass., had been injured in 
a gas explosion. The man was a recipient of second degree 
burns and sent to the hospital. 
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Here again is another example of “owner installs gas 
appliance” and faulty installation. It was found that the gas 
water heater was not functioning. Mr. McTiernan, who had 
returned from the beach in his bathing suit, descended to the 
cellar and discovered that the pilot was out. Since this type 
of gas is odorless and colorless and heavier than air he did 
not know that the cellar was partially filled with gas from the 
leaking pilot. He scratched the match to light the pilot, the 
result of the explosion severely burned him on his unpro- 
tected legs and thighs. He was lucky not to have lost his life. 


On June 9, the new pumping engine No. 3 was placed in 
service at Station 3, North Falmouth. This engine is a Class 
A, 750 gallon centrifugal pump also a 150 gpm. pump at high 
pressure, powered by a Chrysler 85 H. P. engine. It carries 
1,120 gallons of water, 1,000 feet of 214” hose, 400’ of 14%” hose 
and 300’ of Booster Hose. It was approved by the Uncler- 
writers’ test which was made in Falmouth prior to acceptance. 
It is powered with a 265 H. P. Continental engine, a ten wheel 
chassis and weighs fully equipped and loaded approximately 
38,000 lbs. Thus this engine becomes one of our principle 
heavy pieces of fire equipment. 


The fire department stands indebted again this year to 
the Water Department for their kindness and co-operation 
in changing many of our important hydrant locations so that 
they are now serviced with a 3-way steamer connection type 
hydrant. I am assured by the Water Commissioner that this 
program will be continued. 


It is noted in the report of the Fire Alarm Superinten- 
dent, a new telephone switchboard was installed in the signal 
room this year and extensive changes were made as well. It 
was found necessary to install an additional unlisted tele- 
phone trunk so that in times of emergency, distress or disas- 
ter, it would be possible for the operator to reach the Central 
telephone switchboard. When the general alarm took place 
on June 30 and the fire whistles were blowing, so many per- 
sons called up the fire station that for a period of approx- 
imately twenty minutes it was impossible for the fire alarm 
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operator to contact the telephone switchboard. This left a 
severe hole in our defenses because he was endeavoring to call 
for outside assistance; therefore, this additional trunk line 
was installed and found to be a necessity. We have been 
advised that there is and has been an advance in telephone 
rates, therefore additional funds will be required to operate 
our switchboard for the coming year. 


I wish to extend to the Board of Engineers, officers and 
members; both permanent and call, in the fire department 
my appreciation and thanks for their co-operation and ef- 
ficiency during the past year.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Forest Fire War- 
den for the year ending December 31, 1953.

Our total loss of brush land this year was only 14.7 acres 
and the total loss of grass land was 15.2 acres. It is my 
good fortune to report that no merchantable wood land was 
burned over this year. 
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I am also glad to report that the number of fires this year 
is less by thirty than last year. Our incendiary fires have 
taken a marked drop, there being 17 reported last year as 
against 7 of this year. 


The greatest loss by forest fires and woods fires is still 
children and matches. I appeal to the parents to reduce this 
cause this coming year if possible. Another cause which I 
attribute to the number of fires is, that; although this has 
been one of the wettest years on record, during two months 
of the summer we experienced drought conditions. Owing to 
the increase in the hourly pay for fighting forest fires, how- 
ever, I was obliged to spend more money than has been re- 
quired in the past. This is one type of expenditure over which 
there is no immediate control by the Warden. However, by 
the use of personal patrol and more direct control of the 
response to fires I am hoping to keep this cost as low as 
possible. 


As noted in my report of last year, the policy of hiring the 
State Forest Fire Observer was continued for the first three 
months of this year. During the month of February there 
were eleven fires and during the month of March there were 
twenty-five fires. During this period of the year there would 
have normally been no observer in the tower. Most of these 
fires could have reached serious and costly proportions, if it 
had not been for the fact that this man was on duty. I would 
like to continue this practice during the coming year, if pos- 
sible, as the expense of carrying this man would be much less 
than it would have been if any one of these fires had gotten 
away. The payment of services of men to extinguish such a 
fire would more than offset the money paid for this observer. 


During the past year we were notified by the State De- 
partment of Conservation Director Mr. Raymond J. Kenney, 
who made a personal visit to the writer, that the Town of Fal- 
mouth must seriously prepare to move off the radio frequency 
alloted to the state. We would be permitted to hold one sta- 
tion radio unit communication on the state frequency and 
operate solely on forest fires. He was of the opinion that he 
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did not Know how long we would be permitted to operate 
building fires and other emergencies on this state controlled 
frequency. As a result of this conversation, I applied to the 
Federal Communications Commission for a radio frequency 
assignment applicable to the Town of Falmouth and its vicin- 
ity. At about that same time the Towns of Harwich and 
Yarmouth made a Similar request. As a result the Federal 
Communications Commission assigned a frequency of 33.70 
Mes. to be utilized by all the fire departments on the Cape. I 
succeeded in obtaining a used second hand transmitter and 
receiver and exercised our right to this wave length. I have 
installed this new station at a small cost and complied with 
the F. C. C. requirements. I caused the radios to be changed 
in all other vehicles in the department. Now we are able to 
operate as a fire department without interference from other 
locations in the state. This has proved very satisfactory and 
will assure us of proper and constant radio communication 
without undue interference such as had occurred at other 
times prior to going on to this new wave length. We still 
maintain our one method of communication with local fire 
towers, however, and reserve this frequency to that authority 
allowed us by the State Department of Conservation. 


For the first time in a good many years, I was not able to 
utilize the services of the, so-called, Junior Callmen this year. 
However, the response of the off duty permanent men has 
been most satisfactory and because they are trained we are 
able to take care of most fires without extensive calling in of 
additional help. The prompt attendance of the off duty per- 
manent men has helped in our expenditure of fighting fires 
and kept it down as low as it is. 


Considerable patrol was undertaken by the Warden this 
year on fire days which were reported to be dangerous. The 
writer spent more time than ever before interviewing and 
calling on persons who were found to be at their summer 
homes and getting ready for the summer season. As a result 
of these calls it is my belief that a greater degree of co-opera- 
tion has resulted than has been in the past, with respect to 
careless and unauthorized burning of debris. 
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The inspection of all incinerators and delivery of such 
permits has helped reduce a number of fires in this category 
a great deal. It is my intention to continue the work required 
on the fire breaks and the patrol operations during the com- 
ing year. 


I wish to commend the members of the permanent force 
and the callmen who responded to woods fires for their effi- 
cient, ready and willing assistance. I wish to advise that on 
all known fires—known or reported to be relatively safe or 
not dangerous—the practice of dispatching the patrol for ex- 
tinguishment in any part of the town will be continued thus 
saving the cost of calling in men unnecessarily.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the annual report of the Ambulance Com- 
mittee for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


The sum of $9,000 was appropriated for the purchase of 
a new ambulance and it was understood during the Town 
Meeting that the new ambulance would be used with the old 
ambulance held in reserve and available for use. This new 
ambulance was delivered August 20, 1953. 


As you will note in the records the new ambulance has 
been operated a distance of 6,388 miles alone since it was 
purchased. It is equipped with a new type of resuscitator 
and inhalator. With this we are able to furnish oxygen to a 
patient while enroute if it is required. 


Both the old and new ambulances are retained in service 
and there have been nine occasions when we have been re- 
quired to utilize both ambulances at the same time. All these 
instances resulted from a serious emergency taking place 
after the new ambulance was already away from town on a 
run. The practice of retaining our old ambulance in service 
justifies itself as shown in the above experience. 


Our records show the ambulance made 291 trips with 
mileage of 17,768, 1,705 gallons of gas and 57 quarts of oil 
were used. There were 264 residents and 31 non-residents 
transported during the year. Of this number 30 patients were 
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transported for Public Welfare, 34 for the Police Department, 
13 Old Age Recipients and 2 Veterans’ Relief. A total of 
$624.26 should be charged to the Town because no fees were 
collected in the above Cases.

Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


We submit herewith the Report of the Town Forest Com- 
mittee for the year 1953. 


The Town watershed, surrounding Long Pond, contains 
more than 500 acres of forested land. About one-quarter was 
planted with red and white pine, spruce, and other soft woods 
during the 1930’s. Because of subsequent neglect these plan- 
tations have been badly overgrown and were in need of weed- 
ing and pruning. 


During the past year very satisfactory progress has been 
made in improving the forest. The Town Forester has had a 
full-time helper since March and has enjoyed the counsel of 
the State District Forester. The accomplishment to mid- 
December was as follows: 


1. Fifty-five acres of old plantation have been weeded 
and pruned as required, bringing the total acreage of 
reclaimed plantations to about ninety. 


2. Ten acres of scrub oak have been cleared in prepa- 
ration for planting. Seven acres of such land have been 
planted with 2,100 red pine seedlings. The seedlings were 
supplied without charge by the Soil Conservation District. 


3. Work has been done to keep the roads open and to 
improve their condition. 
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4. A small cabin for use as a tool house has been built 
from logs obtained in thinning the oldest plantation. 


5. The Town has received $54.00 for the sale of mature 
pitch pine on the stump. A buyer is being sought for 
additional pitch pine which has been marked for cutting. 


6. The forest has been patrolled as necessary on 
nights, Sundays, and holidays. 


During 1954 the work projected is as follows: 


1, Plant ten acres of land now cleared to red pine and 
other soft woods. 


2. Weed and prune as necessary the remaining old plan- 
tations estimated as about sixty acres. 


3. Continue to improve access to all parts of forest by 
existing wood roads for fire protection. 
This work will bring nearly one-third of the watershed 
under optimal conditions of forest management. Following 
its completion, replanting will be continued.

Town Forest Committee 
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Report of the Trustees of the Falmouth 
Free Public Library 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


From the Librarian’s Report, which follows, it is gratify- 
ing to note the usual increase in circulation, with a slight 
decline in fiction, showing a trend this year towards more 
substantial reading. 

As a memorial to our late Trustee, Mrs. Abigail B. Hopson, 
who served the Library so faithfully, and with some funds 
given by her friends, a beginning was made, early in 1953, 
of a music library. A record player was acquired and a mod- 
est collection of albums and records of leading musical com- 
positions of varying types. The Trustees recently voted to 
double the size of this musical collection, and plan to make 
further additions as interest and patronage may warrant.

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Report of the Aviation Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Coonamessett Airport has served as the municipal 
airport under a contract with the Town since August, 1953. 
Prior to this time, although owners of private aircraft were 
afforded all of the rights and privileges previously offered 
them by the Town through the courtesy of the owners and 
operators, no payments were made by the Town for this 
Service. 


The airport is now operated by Executive Air Service, 
Inc., which leases it from the Coonamessett Ranch Company. 
Your Committee, on behalf of the Town, entered into a con- 
tract with the lessee to provide the Town with the same 
municipal rights that have been provided in the past, which 
contract further provided that the lessee would furnish the 
Town, at cost, with aerial photographs when required by the 
Town, and that the Lessee would cooperate with the 'Town 
Police and Fire Departments whenever requested to co so. 
The lessee also agreed to provide, at its own expense, the 
liability insurance which the Town had previously paid for. 


As noted in last year’s report of this Committee, certain 
improvements at the airport should be made for the benefit 
of better aviation service. This Committee, like previous 
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Committees, has endeavored to interest the new lessee in 
making these improvements by cooperating in paying for 
the mowing of the airport and by increasing the monthly 
payment from $75.00 to $100.00. 


In return for the increased payment, the lessee agreed 
to provide a parking area, to erect warning signs and fences 
for public protection, and to install rest rooms for public use. 
This has not yet been done, and, although a building has 
been moved onto the site of the former administration build- 
ing, nothing has been done this year to make it suitable for 
occupancy or to provide rest rooms. Your Committee pro- 
vided in its contract that it might cancel the contract in 
November unless these things were done. Your Committee 
decided, after talking with the officers of the lessee, to con- 
tinue with the contract on the promise of the lessee that 
these improvements would be effected during the remaining 
term of the contract, which expires February 1, 1954. 


The additional thousand feet added to the NE-SW run- 
way was put in use this year, which has permitted large twin 
engine aircraft to use the airport. Runway lights are now 
installed, and many arrivals and departures were made at 
night during the year. A total of 2751 transient aircraft 
landed at the municipal airport during 1953. 


At the 1953 annual meeting the Town voted the Commit- 
tee the sum of $400.00, which together with the balance on 
hand at the beginning of the year made a total of $1,171.29. 
The balance on hand on December 31, 1953 was $401.79. 


The airport has had a great deal of use during the past 
year, and your Committee feels that it does fulfill the Town’s 
needs. However, its present unattractive physical appear- 
ance leaves much to be desired. Your Committee realizes 
that the removal of the former administration building con- 
tributed largely to this appearance, but feels that much can 
be done to make the airport more attractive and safe for the 
public, so that the Town may be proud of its municipal 
airport. 
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In view of the local interest in aviation which still con- 
tinues in spite of physical handicaps at the airport, your 
Committee will continue to work for an airport which will be 
a credit to the Town and will encourage the operators to do 


the same.

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Report of Water Commissioners 
1953 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We submit, herewith, for your consideration our 1953 
annual report. 


The Board organized for the year with Mr. George R. 
Thayer as Chairman, Mr. Ormond C. Ellery as vice-chairman 
and Mr. Joseph R. Hall, secretary. Mr. Thayer was reelected 
for a three year term at the annual election in February. 
John W. Hughes was reappointed superintendent. 


Although only two short extensions of main were voted 
at Town Meeting our volume of work has continued above 
normal. A total of 189 new service connections were installed 
compared to 215 for 1952. It was necessary to renew 61 serv- 
ice connections, a decrease of 27 from the previous year. 
A total of 444,955,000 gallons of water were pumped, an 
increase of 44,354,200 gallons and cash receipts increased 
$7,346.24 which was slightly more than expected. 


Highway construction work on Nashawena St. and Shore 
Rd., West Falmouth made it necessary to lower 250 ft. of 8 in. 
main due to a change in grade and relocate 5 hydrants. The 
6 in. pipe crossing over the Nashawena St. bridge was re- 
moved to accommodate changes in the bridge structure. This 
6 in. crossing was not insulated for winter use and has been 
shut off and drained each winter, service being provided by 
the 8 in. insulated main. Replacement of the 6 in. pipe is not 
advisable, and a pipe of suitable diameter should be installed 
in conjunction with our plans to increase fire flows to the 
northerly part of the system. 
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Road improvements at the Bourne Ave., Hamlin Ave. in- 
tersection involving a change of grade made it necesary to 
lower 150 ft. of 6 in. main and relocate a hydrant. An 8 in. 
lateral was installed across the new section of highway 
which was constructed in conjunction with road straighten- 
ing, and new bridge across the Coonamessett River in East 
Falmouth. This lateral provided water service for the houses 
relocated due to relocating the road and also provides a lat- 
eral connection should a main ever be installed in the new 
road layout. A section of 8 in. main on the Menauhunt Rd. 
which was damaged during the 1944 hurricane and tempo- 
rarily discontinued, was reconnected in an effort to improve 
fire flows in the Falmouth Heights section. Reconstruction 
and widening of the Church Street railroad bridge in Woods 
Hole necessitated changes in the water main under the 
tracks, the railroad assuming the greater part of the cost. 

All hydrants have been inspected periodically and re- 
pairs made when needed. Many of the older hydrants in the 
system are obsolete according to present day standards and 
should be replaced. This is a rather costly undertaking, and 
since the Town did not see fit to appropriate funds for this 
work under an article appearing in the 1953 Town Meeting, 
it would appear that improvements would be limited to the 
funds available in our operating budget. A total of 9 new 
hydrants were installed making a total of 589 now in use. 
Several hydrants adjacent to structures that might require 
a large volume of water for fire fighting purposes were con- 
verted to accommodate a 4%4 in. steamer hose, thus provid- 
ing a quick connection for Fire Dept. pumpers. All new 
installations have this feature which has become standard 
practice with most departments. The barrel was extended on 
several hydrants to elevate the hose nozzle above the sur- 
rounding ground level and we plan to correct the balance 
needing attention during the coming year. We have not had 
an opportunity to install gate valves on hydrant branches not 
so equipped. This is an important adjunct to fire hydrants 
and funds should be made available to complete this program 
in the near future. 

Water main extensions were confined to the two short 
extensions voted at Town Meeting plus the usual minor ex- 
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tensions installed with funds available in our budget. A total 
of 7432.5 ft. of pipe was installed. This construction work was 
handled by our own forces. Equipment was hired for trench- 
ing and backfilling when needed, resulting in a favorable 
unit price and provided valuable experience for our crew. 


The amount of water pumped during the year increased 
to 444,955,000 gallons, a sizable gain considering rainfall 
averaged well above normal with the exception of the month 
of June. The peak day of 3,576,900 gallons about equalled the 
previous year and a monthly high of 69,994,200 gallons in 
July was well under the peak established the previous year. 
Long Pond water level remained well above the previous year, 
a high of 40 in. was recorded on June ist, and a low of 17% 
in. on October 1st. This last figure which is 13 in. above the 
corresponding level for the previous year, indicates the high 
level for the coming year will be the highest in many years. 
The quality of the water chemically and bacteriologically re- 
mained about the same, and was examined regularly by the 
Mass. Dept of Public Health as well as by private laborato- 
ries. Small amounts of chlorine were introduced to obtain a 
residual of .15 p.p.m. We continued to apply 2 p.p.m. of Cal- 
gon to correct the corrosive characteristics of the raw water. 
This treatment has proved to be far superior to lime and has 
reduced water complaints to a minimum, however, some 
sections continue to have minor problems during certain 
periods of the year and only a thorough cleaning of the 
mains plus periodic flushing during periods of low demand 
will improve conditions in the effected areas. 


Electrification and improvements of the pumping sta- 
tion started the previous year were substantially completed. 
The new pumps were placed in operation on May 25, 1953 and 
have proved very satisfactory. A total of 3,085,200 gallons 
were pumped by electricity on our peak day of July 4 which 
is well above the daily capacity of the old steam pump, and 
considerably reduced the use of the gasoline auxiliary pump. 

The steam boilers were dismantled and removed to pro- 
vide space for the new chemical room, boiler room and office. 
Concrete block partitions were constructed, ceiling lowered, 
and the entire area cleaned and painted resulting in a very 
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practical layout utilizing the space available to best advan- 
tage. Most of the remodeling was done with our own men 
engaging skilled labor on a daily basis as required, thus keep- 
ing the cost of this work to a minimum. 


Plans and specifications for the pumping station heating 
plant were completed late in July, and bids advertised and 
opened on August 11, 1953. The contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, Alexander Pate Co., and although delivery of cer- 
tain materials delayed completion, it was placed in operation 
early in November. 


The remaining project, removal of the Worthington 
steam pump, will probably be started early next year and 
when completed will provide an excellent location for addi- 
tional pumping facilities. The suction piping will require a 
new strainer and should probably be lined, however, unless 
careful examination proves otherwise, this could be done at 
a fraction of the cost of a new line. 


It was not necessary to borrow the full amount of 
$50,000.00 authorized for the remodeling and electrification. 
The 1953 tranfer of surplus to this account, plus curtailment 
or revision of the original plans, enabled us to reduce the 
-amount to $35,000.00. The statutory limits on borrowing for 
this type of work is 5 years which will require a $7,000.00 an- 
nual payment on the principal. 


Although funds were available the Waquoit elevated tank 
was not painted as planned. The pressure of other activities 
made it impossible to complete the necessary specifications 
in time to advertise for bids and perform the work before 
unfavorable weather set in. However this work must be done 
in 1954, and provisions will be made in our budget for funds. 


Some difficulty has been experienced with the altitude 
valves at the Woods Hole and West Falmouth tanks. It was 
determined while running flow tests that these valves were 
not functioning properly which resulted in a reduction in fire 
flows. The Woods Hole tank valves would not respond prop- 
erly at the critical cut off point, the lag between closing and 
opening being too great for practical purposes. Repairs im- 
proved the operation but the inherent difficulties of this two 
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way type of valve still exist. The West Falmouth valve could 
not be repaired without major changes and has been locked 
in the open position. Pressure charts indicate the operation 
of this valve has been erratic for several years and the only 
satisfactory solution is the installation of a by-pass with 
check valve and either replacement of existing valves or a 
complete overhauling and adapt them to single acting type. 
It has been well established in recent years the older double 
acting type of valve is not satisfactory for water works use, 
and the single action valve with by-pass is the only type 
approved by insurance underwriters. The Waquoit tank 
which was constructed in 1946 has this approved type of 
altitude valve with by-pass. 

Our pipe cleaning program has not been as extensive as 
originally planned, however, a 6-inch cleaning tool was pur- 
chased and 4000 feet of pipe cleaned on an experimental 
basis. The results indicated we could expect as satisfactory 
results with our own equipment as the companies sepecializ- 
ing in this work at approximately one-third of the cost. We 
hope to step up this program during the coming year and 
possibly purchase an 8-in. cleaning tool. The tubercles on 
the inside wall of unlined cast iron pipe not only increases 
the friction loss with a resulting reduction in flow, but is also 
a contributing factor to many of our water complaints. Pre- 
vious to changing our water treatment to Calgon, a cast iron 
pipe, after cleaning would require about three years for the 
tubercles to develop to their original condition. However, 
with Calgon treatment our observations to date indicate it 
will require a considerable longer period to develop, and if 
all unlined pipes in the system can be cleaned within the 
next five years, it would be a comparatively simple procedure 
to maintain them in good condition. 

During the year a new one ton truck and superintendent’s 
car were purchased. The truck replaced a 1946 one ton model, 
and the specifications included a special body with pipe racks 
that is ideal for our use. The contract was awarded to the 
low bidder, Falmouth Auto Sales, for the bid price of $1,966.00. 
The superintendent’s car, a 1946 business coupe, was replaced 
by a two-door sedan, the contract ‘going to the low bidder, 
Young Motor Sales, for $1,163.25.

It has not been possible to step up our maintenance pro- 
gram to the desired level. The multiplicity of work under this 
heading would require the full time of three men, and while 
construction work continues at the present level we cannot 
hope to establish an adequate program. Eventually we plan 
to have a meter department that will periodically test all 
meters in keeping with established practice as well as the 
necessary records. Also to inspect, operate, and repair gate 
valves and set up individual record cards for each valve. An 
improved method of inventory, stock control and cost analysis 
should also be established. 


The Town Engineer brought our master plan up to date 
and made some progress on a new set of sectional plans at 
larger scale that would show all piping and valves in better 
detail as well as service numbers which are now on a separate 
plan. We hope to have this work completed during the com- 
ing year. 


Receipts for the year increased about 5% to $144,640.83. 
This is above the expected increase and roughly represents 
revenue from new accounts plus a reduction in accounts re- 
ceivable. Bonded debt increased to $117,100.00 requiring pay- 
ments next year of $26,132.75 on principal and interest. This 
increase was due to the $35,000.00 borrowed to complete the 
pumping station remodeling and electrification which due to 
statutory limitations must be retired in five years resulting 
in an annual payment of $7,000.00 on the principal. 


Early in June the New England Fire Insurance Rating 
Association conducted routine flow tests on hydrants in vari- 
ous parts of the distribution system. In general the results 
showed a decided drop in the volume of water available for 
fire fighting purposes since the previous flow tests were con- 
ducted some years ago. Shortly after receipt of this report 
the disastrous fire at the Falmouth Manor in Megansett oc- 
curred on June 30th. Needless to say we were well aware, 
when the general alarm sounded, the amount of water avail- 
able in this area was inadequate and would be of little value 
combating a major fire. A request was immediately made to 
the Bourne Water District to open the connection between 
the two systems. The Bourne system had restricted the use 
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of water that same day due to increased demand, and al- 
though our request for assistance taxed their facilities to 
the utmost, Supt. Bradley opened the valve permitting water 
from Bourne to flow into the Megansett area. Although this 
substantially increased the water available it was consider- 
ably less than was required. 


This unfortunate fire graphically illustrated the inade- 
quacy of the distribution system which the insurance rating 
bureau had brought to our attention. An immediate study 
of the northerly section of the system was indicated, and the 
firm of Whitman & Howard was engaged to submit recom- 
mendations for improvement. This study considered the vari- 
ous ways of obtaining fire flows required by the insurance 
rating association and their report recommended installation 
of new mains of adequate size properly tied in to the existing 
distribution system at an estimated cost of $480,000.00. An 
article was inserted in the warrant of the December 2, 1953 
special Town Meeting which the voters postponed to the An- 
nual Town Meeting. Since that action the Town has been 
officially notified by the New England Fire Insurance Rating 
Association they intend to increase certain rates if improve- 
ments are not made within six months. Needless to say, 
property owners are faced with increased costs regardless of 
the action taken. If the improvements are not made the in- 
creased insurance rates will be a continuing cost with no 
benefits, whereas the annual cost of improvements would be 
for a 15 year period and the benefits continue for many years. 
It would seem this latter course is the one to follow, however, 
the final decision must be made by the voters at the Annual 
Town Meeting. 

We wish to thank the various Town officials and de- 
partment heads for their cooperation, and to express our 
appreciation to all members of our staff for their fine sup- 
port and loyalty.

Report of Claims and Suits 


January, 1954 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following report of Claims and Suits against the 
Town of Falmouth and its Officers and Boards is herewith 
submitted. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1953 


1. William J. McCann vs. Town of Falmouth Case No. 
21523, Barnstable Superior Court 


In accordance with the vote authorizing the payment of 
$9,000.00 in settlement of this case for land damages and 
damages to this owner’s remaining land by the Taking of the 
Petitioner’s land on Grand Avenue, Falmouth Heights, the 
payment of said sum was made to the Petitioner and an 
Agreement for Judgment in that amount and for Judgment 
Satisfied without costs and without interest was duly filed 
in the Barnstable Superior Court. 


2. John R. Augusta et ux vs. William E. English et als as 
Board of Selectmen; vs. Adelard Sansouci et als as. 
Board of Appeals; vs. Harold C. Randall, as Building 
Inspector; and vs. the Inhabitants of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22459. 


3. John R. Augusta et ux vs. William E. English et als, 
Board of Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth; Ade- 
lard Sansouci et als, Board of Appeals of the Town of 
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Falmouth, John P. Sylvia, Jr. (as Attorney for the 
Town of Falmouth) and (Rev.) John J. Kelly, of 
Falmouth. 

Barnstable Superior Court No. 22508. 


These two cases arose out of the same controversy and 
both were based upon the refusals of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Board of Appeals to act in favor of the Petitioners 
for a permit to use their premises in Teaticket for an open- 
air theater of the type commonly known as a Drive-in 
Theater. 


The first action entitled “Bill of Complaint and Appeal” 
was brought as an Equity petition seeking to compel the var- 
ious boards and officers to be ordered to act favorably on the 
Petition, and the petitioners also claimed damages against 
the Inhabitants of Falmouth, and sought a restraining order 
against the Town officers and boards. 


The second action was a Law case alleging damages in 
the amount of $100,000.00 because of alleged conspiracy and 
improper action of the various defendants. In this action, 
real estate attachments in the sum of $100,000.00 were orig- 
inally made against each of the eight defendants. At the 
time of the entry in Court of this action, there was a discon- 
tinuance as against the defendant, (Rev.) John J. Kelly. 


The claims set forth by the Petitioners and Plaintiffs in 
both of these actions were attacked on behalf of the Town, 
its various Town boards, officers and representatives in An- 
swers duly filed, which Answers were combined with Demur- 
rers. Numerous Court hearings were had on various attempts 
of these Petitioners and Plaintiffs to make out valid equitable 
and legal claims in these two cases. 


The first hearing was in the Barnstable Superior Court 
at Barnstable on April 6, 1953 before Judge Horace T. Cahill, 
at which time, after hearing, the Motion of the Plaintiffs for 
a Restraining Order was denied and also their motions to 
have the Demurrers overruled and to have a Master in the 
Equity case and an Auditor in the Law case appointed, were 
all denied. 
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The Motions of the seven (7) Defendants to dissolve the 
attachments and their Demurrers were both argued on that 
date and briefs were filed by the counsel for the Town Boards 
and officers and later filed by the counsel for the Petitioners. 
At this hearing, Judge Cahill reserved his decision on the 
Motions to Dissolve the Attachments and on the Demurrers. 


On May 2, 1953, Judge Cahill handed down his decision © 
to the effect that the Demurrers in both cases be sustained 
and that the remaining seven attachments of $100,000.00 each 
in the law action be forthwith dissolved. 


The Petitioners and Plaintiffs in these two cases there- 
upon filed an Amended Appeal in the Equity action and a 
new Declaration in the Law action to which on behalf of the 
Town Officers and other Defendants, a new Demurrer and a 
new Answer were filed in each case. These were heard before 
Judge Murray of the Superior Court in Boston on May 2\lst. 
and May 27, he handed down his decision once again sustain- 
ing the Demurrers in each of these cases. 


Further attempts were made by the Petitioners in the 
Equity action and the Plaintiffs in the Law action to file 
further pleadings in order to make out what would be legal 
or equitable or valid claims and for a third time Demurrers 
and Answers were filed on behalf of the Town Boards and 
officers. 


At a hearing held before Judge Donahue of the Superior 
Court in Boston on June 16, after hearing arguments, Judge 
Donahue thereupon entered an order forthwith sustaining 
the Defendants’ Demurrers. Appeals had been taken and 
claimed by the Petitioners and the Plaintiffs and a so-called 
Bill of Exceptions was also filed. Various motions were filed 
on behalf of the Town Officers and Boards to strike out these 
additional pleadings and to dismiss the Bill of Exceptions 
and on July 16 again before a judge of the Superior Court of 
Boston, i.e. Judge Swift, all pending Motions filed by and on 
behalf of the Town Boards and Officers were allowed. 


Finally, the Petitioners and Plaintiffs in both of these 
actions advised the counsel for the Town Boards and Officers 
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of their willingness to discontinue both actions if costs were 
waived. Under advice of the counsel, this proposition was 
accepted and disposition of these cases was taken up with 
Judge Cahill at the October session of the Superior Court at 
Barnstable. On October 27, 1953, following. the filing of Waiv- 
ers of any appeal rights by the Plaintiffs and Petitioners, an 
agreement for disposition of the Law action was approved 
and an Equity Decree was entered by Judge Cahill and both 
of these cases were finally terminated. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town of Falmouth or its Offi- 
cers or Boards 


Herbert A. Baker vs. Town of Falmouth 
Land Court No. 16780 Equity 


Under date of January 15, 1953, Herbert A. Baker as 
owner of certain land on the Westerly side of the Shore Road 
in the Old Silver Beach section brought a Petition to have 
the action of the Town of Falmouth declared invalid where- 
by that land was designated as an Agricultural District. This 
is the property consisting to a considerable extent of a pond 
with adjoining land and some beachland between the pond 
and Buzzards Bay and adjoins the Giberti land. The Town 
had recently voted to change this Giberti land into a Business 
District. The Giberti property in the summer season is now 
used for parking purposes with a building thereon which is 
partly used for bathing facilities and as dwelling quarters on 
the second floor. The claim of the Petitioner was that his 
property was not adapted for any of the uses permitted in an 
Agricultural District; and that as a result the restrictions 
imposed by the Town Zoning By-Law were invalid. 


Various preliminary hearings were held at the Land 
Court in Boston before Judge Fenton as a result of which the 
owners of property on the adjoining high-class summer resi- 
dential area known as The Cliffs were allowed to intervene 
and file their appearances and answers. 


On November 3 and November 4, this case was tried be- 
fore Judge Fenton in the Land Court at Boston. Herbert E. 
Hunziker Esq. represented the Petitioner; Noah M. Gediman, 
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Esq. represented the owners of property at Falmouth Cliffs 
and the Town was represented by the undersigned. Peti- 
tioner’s case consisted of documentary evidence and plans 
with testimony of the Petitioner, Herbert A. Baker, also of 
William W. Peters, as real estate expert, and also called as 
his witnesses were Mark Moran of the Beach Committee and 
Charles Botelho of the Board of Selectmen. On behalf 
of the Town, testimony was offered by Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., 
Highway Surveyor, Charles L. Swift, as real estate expert and 
on behalf of the owners of property in The Cliffs, Edward 
MacMasters, Attorney, of Bridgewater, and Edward Carney. 
All parties were given until November 30th to file written 
briefs. Rather elaborate briefs were filed on behalf of the 
Petitioners, of the owners of the property at The Cliffs, and 
for the Town. 


On November 7, Judge Fenton came to Falmouth and in 
the presence of all Counsel spent several hours on the prop- 
erty taking a view and making a thorough examination of 
the site. Up to this date, no decision has been received in 
this case. 


NEW CASES 


Sailcoast Shores, Inc. vs. Adelard Sansouci at als, 
Board of Appeals of the Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22784. 


This is an appeal to the Barnstable Superior Court by 
Sailcoast Shores, Inc. from the decision of the Falmouth 
Board of Appeals under the Zoning By-Laws. It was com- 
menced October 14, 1953 and returnable December 8, 1953. 


Sailcoast Shores, Inc. had filed an application for a vari- 
ance of the Zoning By-Law so that it might be permitted to 
use a portion of its land on Route 28, Waquoit, zoned as an 
Agricultural District, for the construction and operation 
thereon of a group of stores. After a public hearing the Board 
of Appeals had unanimously denied said application. 


An answer has been filed setting up the reasons for the 
denial of the application. It is probable that this case will be 
tried in April, 1954. 
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Sailcoast Shores, Inc. vs. William E. English et als, 
Selectmen of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22785. 

Sailcoast Shores, Inc. had made application to the Board 
of Selectmen for a permit to build a motel of many units on 
its land on Route 28 in Waquoit. The Board of Selectmen 
after a public hearing, had denied this application. On Octo- 
ber 14, 1953, Sailcoast Shores, Inc. had brought an Appeal to 
the Barnstable Superior Court and it was returnable there 
on December 8, 1953. An answer was duly filed. This case 
also will probably be tried in April, 1954. 


Royden Burke et al vs. Charles L. Eldred et als, Board 
of Appeals of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22810. 


Arnold I. Anderson under date of September 28, 1953 had 
filed a petition for a renewal of his 1952 permit by which he 
had been granted the temporary right to use his land for the 
removal of sand and gravel and to have a screening plant 
and crusher thereon. 

After a public hearing thereon, his application for a re- 
newal of said permit had been granted by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The plaintiffs are the owners of certain real estate which 
they allege abuts the Anderson land. They allege in their 
appeal to the Superior Court that the granting of this re- 
newal of the Anderson permit was invalid for several reasons. 

This proceeding was commenced November 9, 1953 and 
returnable in the Barnstable Superior Court December 8, 
1953. It will be among the cases in order for trial in April, 
1954. 


George Skulsky et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Antone B. Couto as Tree Warden and 
as Moth Superintendent. 

Plymouth Superior Court No. 35593. 


Plaintiffs have brought an action in tort in the Plymouth 
Superior Court in which they seek to recover damages by 
reason, as they allege, of the death of one cow and injuries 
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sustained by several others because of alleged careless and 
negligent conduct in the spraying of trees, bushes, etc. 


The Town of Falmouth is made Defendant on the ground 
that the alleged damages were caused by the negligence of 
the employees of the Town. Antone B. Couto, Jr. is made 
Defendant on the allegation that it was the negligence of 
himself or those under him in spraying which resulted in 
these damages. Demurrer and Answer have been filed on be- 
half of the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth and like- 
wise on behalf of Antone B. Couto, Jr. 


These matters will soon be argued before the Superior 
Court in Plymouth and further proceedings will be dependent 
on the decision of the Court after a hearing on these 
Demurrers. 


Therefore at the present time, the following five (5) cases 
are pending against the Town of Falmouth, its Boards and 
agents. 


Equity cases in the Barnstable Superior Court: 


1. Sailcoast Shores, Inc. vs. the Board of Appeals. 
2. Sailcoast Shores, Inc. vs. the Board of Selectmen. 


3. Royden Burke et al vs. Board of Appeals. 
Law action in the Plymouth Superior Court: 


4. George Skulsky et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Antone B. Couto, Jr. 
Land Court Case: 


5. Herbert A. Baker vs. the Town of Falmouth. 
This case is pending only on the matter of awaiting 
the decision of Judge Fenton of the Land Court.

All positions are bonded in the amount of $10,000.00 each 
under the blanket bond of the State Housing Board. 


Delmar R. Jenkins decided not to run for re-election in 
February, 1953, much to the regret of the Falmouth Housing 
Authority. Mr. Jenkins had been on the Authority from the 
start. We know that the Town of Falmouth joins with us in 
thanking Mr. Jenkins for a job well done. 


On March 3, 1953, the Falmouth Housing Authority 
organized for the year. 


The fifty (50) houses of the Falmouth Housing Authority 
have been occupied by veteran tenants since July 1, 1950. 
The houses have been kept occupied due to the fact that we 
still have a waiting list. There has been a small turn-over in

tenants this year as in the past years. In many Cases, our 
former tenants now have their own homes. This is just what 
the project is for—to give the veteran a boost. 


The cases which the Falmouth Housing Authority has 
against Francis J. Dolan, Contractor, doing business as F. C. 
Dolan & Sons, and The American Employers’ Insurance 
Company as Surety, for defective work in the construction of 
the sewerage filter bed are still pending. 


The Authority wishes to report at this time that we have 
replaced all fifty (50) hot water heaters with Automatic Gas 
water heaters because the others became defective and had 
to be replaced. We are going to paint the outside of the 
- fifty (50) housess this coming year of 1954. We also are hoping 
that we can do more grading this coming year. This year we 
did buy some loam and seed which the tenants spread and 
sowed. We have submitted an Article in the 1954 Town War- 
rant to have the trees at our project on Gifford Street pruned 
and trimmed. We have put off asking the town for help in this 
matter because we were hoping that we could do it, but with 
the unforeseen expenses that we have had we just haven’t 
the money. The trees are in such poor condition now that 
there is the danger of falling trees and limbs which are dead. 
We certainly hope that the town sees fit to help us improve 
the looks and safety of our project by voting this money for 
the Falmouth Tree Warden to do this work. 


We wish to commend the tenants on the excellent job 
they have done on painting the inside of their homes. The 
Authority wishes to thank all those who have helped us in 
trying to keep the project a credit to the Town. 


The Authority is now paying off its bonds at the rate of 
$10,000.00 annually. 


The Authority paid to the Town of Falmouth in 1953 
the amount of $1,163.36 in lieu of taxes for the year 1952. We 
hope that next year it will be more. 


All members of the Authority attended the State Housing 
Board Convention held at the Hotel Statler, Boston, Decem- 
ber 11, 1953. 
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Alfred L. Welch was elected to the Authority in February 
election for a five-year term. 


Roland H. Choate has been re-appointed Executive 
Director in which position he has done an excellent job. We 
also want to thank our recording secretary Miss Claire M. 
DeMello for a job well done.

FOR THE YEAR 1953

The Bureau commenced the year with 112 cases on re- 
cord, reached a total of 118, and then started a downward 
trend to 114, the number of cases as of December 31, 1953. 
The average monthly case load was 113. From a total of 
twenty-six applications received, twenty were approved. 


The program was administered with no major changes 
and no legislation affecting payments to OAA recipients. 


The State Standard Budget is still employed as a basis 
for determining the monthly assistance payments. The legal 
minima of $75.00 per month and $55.00 per month are still 
retained and are applicable in the following instances: 


$75.00 Minimum—Persons living alone or with non-related 
persons. When total expenses, in accordance with State 
Standard Budget computations, are less than $75.00 per 
month, the legal minimum of $75.00 per month (plus an 
allowance of $4.00 for Leisure Time Activities) is granted. 
Resources and/or income is deductible therefrom. 
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$55.00 Minimum—Persons living in a family group. When 
total expenses, in accordance with the State Standard 
Budget computations, are less than $55.00 per month, the 
legal minimum of $55.00 per month (plus an allowance 
of $4.00 for Leisure Time Activities) is granted. Re- 
sources and/or income is deductible therefrom. 


When the State Standard Budget computations indicate 
total expenses in excess of the above minima, the recipient is 
then allowed a grant to meet his total budgetary expenses 
from which any resource and/or income is deducted. 


Statistics indicated that from the 114 cases aided in De- 
cember, 7 cases were receiving the legal minimum of $75.00 
per month; 6 cases were receiving the legal minimum of 
$55.00 per month; and 102 cases were receiving grants to meet 
budgetary requirements in excess of the legal minimum. 


Miss Lorraine DeMello has been clerk-typist for the 
agency since July, 1953. 


We gratefuly acknowledge the assistance rendered to us 
by the District Office. Their co-operation has been most 
helpful.

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Report of the Civil Defense Council 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Civil Defense Agency participated in two 
Regional red alerts during the spring and summer. The local 
response was excellent, resulting in the approval and com- 
mendation of Falmouth’s agency by Regional and State 
authorities. 


During the summer Civil Defense Auxiliary Police patrol- 
led Falmouth beaches over nine weekends, supplementing 
regular police forces. When hurricane reports were received 
in August and September, the auxiliary police patrolled the 
beach areas, providing protection and reassurance to resi- 
dents in that area, in the event of an emergency. 


A parade was staged in May for the purpose of demon- 
strating and displaying equipment and forces available dur- 
ing an emergency. Civil Defense regional and state authori- 
ties who witnessed the event, have commended this Agency 
for its organization. 


When reports of the Worcester tornedo were received, 
the Falmouth Agency and auxiliary police were alerted. After 
this area was cleared, Chief Ray D. Wells and a member of 
his staff drove to Worcester to offer assistance. At that time 
a convoy from Region 7 was organized. Chief Wells and 
members of the Fire Department reported six times to the 
tornado area with lights and other equipment to prevent 
looting. 
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A shipment of first-aid station equipment has been re- 
ceived from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Civil De- 
fense Agency for use in Falmouth. It was requested that the 
equipment be stored in a municipally-owned building that 
has 24-hour service. Conforming with this request, the first- 
aid supplies have been stored in Falmouth Police Head- 
quarters. 


Pursuant to instructions contained in a proclamation by 
the Governor and directives issued by the State Director of 
Civil Defense, the principal divisions required in a Civil De- 
fense Agency have been organized in Falmouth. 


These dvisions are headed by Chief Harold L. Baker, Chief 
Ray D. Wells, Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., Oakes Spalding, Colin Mac- 
Dougall, Harry L. Crooks, C. Eliot Lawrence, Otis M. Porter, 
Miss Nannie M. G. Ford, Homer P. Smith, Norman T. Allen, 
George Hough, Jr., William T. Munson, Charles E. Morrison, 
John Hughes, George R. Thayer, and William G. MacDougall.

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Report of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Department has made a gross expenditure of 
$51,220.86 for General Relief during the year 1953. We have 
aided during the year under General Relief, as a monthly 
average, 55 cases consisting of 144 persons and an average 
monthly cost of $24.26 per person. 


From the amount of $51,220.86 has been charged to the 
State and other cities and towns the sum of $8,026.76, which 
deducted from the gross expenditures leaves a balance of 
$43,194.10. We have received an additional sum collected 
from individuals amounting to $1,273.52, which deducted 
from $43,194.10 leaves a net cost to the Town of $41,920.58. 


A gross expenditure of $69,934.12 was made for Aid to 
Dependent Children. Reimbursements from the Federal and 
State Government amounting to $51,490.76 leaves a net cost 
of $18,443.36 to the Town. 


A gross expenditure of $8,448.17 has been expended for 
the maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$2,084.64 has been received from the State and individuals 
leaving a net cost of $6,363.53. 


A gross expenditure of $26,374.40 was made under Dis- 
ability Assistance. Reimbursements from the Federal and 
State Government amounting to $23,582.24 leaves a net cost 
of $2,792.16 to the Town. The reimbursements this year were 
much larger than they will be in the ensuing years because 
this was a program adopted in November 1951 and the re- 
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imbursements were not completed during the year 1952, 
consequently we have received reimbursements based on a 
year and half basis. The total cost of the Disability program 
will be 25% of the total yearly expenditure to the Town. The 
remaining 75% will be shared by the Federal and State 
Government. 


We gratefully acknowledge the generous contributions of 
usable clothing and shoes which we have received during the 
year which have been distributed to many persons by this 
Department. 


Mr. Otis M. Porter is now serving as Agent assisted by Mrs. 
Susan B. Newton and Mrs. Pauline L. Petrone. 


The Nursing Association, the school nurse, and the Agent 
of the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children have rendered valuable assistance to this Depart- 
ment which we greatly appreciate.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In the last Annual School Report there were intimations 
of changes to come during the year. For the most part, the 


predicted changes have occurred. 

The new Lawrence High School was occupied by 689 
pupils, grades 7-12, at the opening of school in September, 
1953. Under the direction of principal and a staff of thirty- 
six teachers, the program, planned during the previous school 
year and summer for the maximum use of the new facilities, 
went fairly smoothly into operation. The equivalent of five 
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teachers had been added to the staff to take account of in- 
creased enrollment and to provide better instructions in such 
areas as library, shop, music and physical education. 

At the same time five new kindergarten rooms, prepared 
during the summer by the maintenance staff, received 189 
entering five-year-olds. Four classes were in the Village 
School, two in East Falmouth, one in Teaticket and one in 
Woods Hole. These classes were in the charge of five teachers. 

All the sixth grades in the Town were brought into the 
Village and six divisions of sixth graders, composed of child- 
ren from each section of the Town, were organized in the 
Henry W. Hall School. This school had formerly housed the 
Junior High School pupils. 

The removal of these children from the other elementary 
schools made additional classrooms available to enable us to 
take care of the increasing enrollment and to reduce the 
pupil-classroom teacher ratio to 28.7 to 1. Only 11 classes 
now have an average membership in excess of 30 pupils. 


In preparation for these changes, the administrative plan 
was modified in a number of ways— 


1. The Village School and the Henry W. Hall School was 
placed under the charge of one principal, Miss Mar- 
garet A. Mullen, who has been for many years prin- 
cipal of the Village School. 

2. The East Falmouth School and the Teaticket School 
were placed under the charge of one principal, Mr. 
Howard F. Barrows, who had been principal of the 
Teaticket School. Mr. Boyden, principal of the East 
Falmouth School, was assigned to teaching duties in 
the Junior High School. 

3. Mr. Paul F. Olenick, formerly assistant to the Curric- 
ulum Supervisor of the Brockton Public Schools, was 
engaged as Director of Curriculum and Guidance. 
His functions are numerous. Essentially, however, he 
is charged with the responsibility of devising ways of 
determining educational needs of boys and girls at 
all levels of the school system; to administer a testing 
program; to exert leadership among teachers and 
others to the end that the classrooms shall provide 
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learning experiences to meet these needs; and to be 
responsible for administering the guidance program 
throughout the schools. 

4. The cafeteria operations were centralized. The re- 
sulting economies are, of course, reflected in the 


quantity or quality of the meals served to the children. 
Arrangements were made to have all food prepared 


centrally at the Village School and in the High 
School. The food is sent out in insulated containers 
to the East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools. Mrs. 
Marie A. Barry, who supervised the Village School 


cafeteria, was placed in charge of the entire opera- 
tion. At the present time over 1000 servings of food 


are prepared each day. 

5. A crew of five custodians for the new high school was 
engaged and organized into workteams with specific 
duties. . 

6. A maintenance crew of two men was set up to do 
many of the maintenance jobs formerly done on con- 
tract. Much of the maintenance work referred to 
elsewhere in this report was done by these men with 
the assistance of the custodians. 

7. With the cooperation of bus owners, transportation 
routes and the schedules of school openings and clos- 
ings have been somewhat rearranged to make possi- 
ble the maximum use of available bus space. The 
eleven busses at present are carrying 1100 children to 
and from school daily. In addition, special transpor- 
tation for kindergarten pupils has been provided. 

Besides these administrative changes, necessary altera- 
tions and improvements have been made to buildings and 
equipment. 

In the Henry W. Hall School ten classrooms were com- 
pletely redecorated. Walls, ceilings, sash and woodwork were 
painted; large areas of plaster were replaced; blackboards 
were refinished; asphalt tile floors were installed in all class- 
rooms and upper corridor; some new lights were installed. In 
addition, the exterior woodwork and metal sash were painted, 
puttied and caulked. This was done by the maintenance men 
and three custodians.

Also in the Hall School a new oil burner was installed. 
The hand-firing of coal being thus eliminated, the custodian 
is released to keep the building at a higher level of sanitation 
and cleanliness. 


At the East Falmouth School a partition was removed be- 
tween two classrooms, making one large classroom out of two. 
The resulting room was equipped as a kindergarten room and 
as a room for meetings of neighborhood groups. The custo- 
dian sanded, sealed and waxed floors in corridors and seven 
classrooms. Additional fluorescent lighting was installed in 
each of seven classrooms and corridor to bring lighting up to 
a reasonable intensity on the working surfaces. 


At the Village School the classrooms formerly used for 
high school Household Arts were converted into kindergarten 
rooms by the maintenance men with the help of the custo- 
dians. These rooms were completely redecorated and pro- 
vided with new lighting fixtures, which provide better quality 
and higher intensity of light. 

At the Woods Hole School, the kindergarten room and 
the corridors and stairs have been redecorated. Other rooms 
will be done. 


At the Teaticket School, the masonry front steps and the 


masonry platform under the main portico were redesigned 
and are being completely rebuilt. These had deteriorated so 


badly that they were declared dangerous and condemned by 
the insurance company. 

In addition, the cesspool system which had for some time 
failed adequately to take care of the discharge from the 
building was redesigned and rebuilt. 


New and attractive furniture and equipment were pur- 
chased for each of the kindergarten rooms. These were sup- 
plemented by other equipment, storage lockers, and teaching 
equipment created by maintenance and by the school shops. 

A number of items of playground equipment have been 
purchased for the Village School. Its erection has been de- 
layed pending repairs to the drainage of the playground 
which was affected by the fill dumped into Shiverick’s Pond 
during the summer. 
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Three hundred and fifty units of moveable furniture, 
taken from the Hall School and from storage spaces in other 
schools, were rebuilt by maintenance men and custodians, 
stripped of finish and refinished. These were made into 
sturdy and attractive units which were sent to the several 
schools to replace ancient fixed furniture. Only two rooms of 
fixed furniture now remain in the schools. These will be re- 
placed within the year. 


A job classification plan for employees other than profes- 
sional staff was studied, adopted, and put into operation. A 
related wage scale of beginning and maximum pay and 
scheduled increments was also adopted. 


Upon the acceptance of the high school building, policies 
governing the use of the new high school building were de- 
vised by the School Committee after consultation with repre- 
sentatives of interested local organizations. The policies are 
designed to encourage the maximum use of the facilities by 
elimination of all charges except janitor’s fees for activi- 
ties of community-wide interest to which no admission is 
charged. For other uses, the assessment is based on a moder- 
ate estimate of overhead costs. 


By way of curriculum development, a comprehensive 
testing program is being carried out. Groups are meeting 
periodically to develop programs and courses of study at the 
kindergarten-primary level and in the high school. A system 
of cumulative record-keeping related to the items on report 
cards is being considered. 


Since the opening of school, 18 meetings have been held 
with parents in the afternoons at the schools. The immediate 
purpose of these meetings was to discuss the kind of learning 
program implied in the new report cards developed by the 
teachers for the elementary schools. Four hundred and 
twenty-one different parents attended these meetings. 


The report cards, which have recently been issued, have 
aroused considerable comment. Most of it, whether pro or 
con, seems to reflect a genuine interest in the welfare of boys 
and girls. If this discussion results in our making a more 
careful examination of the school program and its effects on 
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boys and girls, the report card will have served a good 
purpose. 

In whatever has been attempted during the year, teach- 
ers, custodians, maintenance men, bus drivers, and office per- 
sonnel have given their utmost cooperation. And the people 
of the community have been encouraging in their words and 
generous in their appropriations for schools. I am sure I 
speak for every member of the staff when I say we want 
mightily to deserve that confidence. 

As a supplement to this report I should like to add the 
following budget for 1954, hoping that it will give to those 
who are interested some indication of what services are 
bought with the money which is appropriated for education 
in Falmouth.

(2) periodically decorate and keep up interiors of 
95 classrooms, corridors, 2 auditoriums, 2 gym- 
nasiums, 2 cafeterias, offices and the other 
special rooms; 

(3) overhaul and keep up the mechanical equip-- 
ment—oil burners, the heating and ventilating 
systems, the instruments and equipment 
needed for teaching or for the maintenance of 
buildings; 

(4) repair curtains, draperies, desks and other 
furniture; 

(5) maintain and improve 13 acres or so of 
grounds about the buildings which, as much 
as the classrooms, should be a setting for chil-- 
dren’s learning. 


In addition to maintaining the buildings and equip- 
ment which we have, a program is being followed of 
improving some facilities and adding equipment.

In 1953, from this account, new lights were instal- 
led in 11 classrooms and 2 corridors; 5 new kinder--: 
garten rooms were equipped; a new oil burner was 
installed; playground equipment was furnished. 
In 1954, it is planned to sound-proof the Village 
cafeteria; to lay tile in this room, and in 2 other 
classrooms. It is planned, also, to add new equip-. 
ment for keeping the buildings sanitary, new tools 
stimulating and fixing learning, and additional 
furniture. 


All the above items are quite closely related to instruc-: 
tion of children. There are other services rendered by 
the schools which may be considered, perhaps, more 
remotely related to instruction. Most of them are by 
law, however, required to be carried on by the schools.

In doing the job, this equipment 
travels over 100,000 miles a year. (Special trans- 
portation is provided for kindergarten children.)

Above then, roughly in terms of services rendered, 
is where the money appropriated for schools will go 
in 1954. The total cost of all these items together is, 
as indicated, $545,488.63. And that is what the School 
Committee will ask to have the Town appropriate. 
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WHERE THE MONEY COMES FROM 


Where does the Town Meeting get this money to appro- 
priate? It gets it, in the main, from four sources: 


1. From the STATE. 
2. From the FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. 


3. From TUITION from other towns and other charges 
on account of education. 
For 1954, receipts from these sources should amount 
to $93,000. 


4. The remainder, $452,000, must come from the LOCAL 
PROPERTY TAX. This is approximately $14.60 on the 
local tax rate. 


HOW DO WE COMPARE? 


People usually ask, ‘“How do our expenditures for educa- 
tion compare with expenditures for education in other towns 
and cities in Massachusetts?” It is a proper question. By 
answering it, we bring to bear on our problems the experiences 
of others. 


Obviously no data could be available at this time on ap- 
propriations for education in 1954. The latest information 
available is for the schoool year 1952-1953. As of that time: 


1. Falmouth expended a smaller portion of its local tax for 
schools than all save a dozen of the 105 towns in Massa- 
chusetts with populations over 5,000. 


2. Falmouth’s school tax is among the lowest 10% in towns 
in the State with population over 5,000. 


3. The per-pupil cost of schools in Falmouth is nearly 
identical with the average expended in towns in Mas- 
sachusetts with populations over 5,000. 


4. The per-pupil cost is under the average cost in the State.

FALMOUTH INNER HARBOR 


At the February 1906 Annual Town Meeting, $10,000. was appropri- 
ated “to open up Deacon’s Pond for a harbor’, and during the next two 
years the state contributed $25,000. In 1907, Deacon’s Pond disappeared, 
when the opening was cut to the sea. George W. Goethals, builder of the 
Panama Canal, was engineering advisor. 


In 1804, the lower part of this land, used as a site for salt works, was 
sold to Joseph Davis Jr. Mr. Davis was a deacon in the Congregationel 
Church and gradually the name became “The deacon’s pond” and finally 
“Deacon’s Pond”. Later when the name did not locate the harbor sut- 
ficiently, it was officially changed to “Falmouth Inner Harbor”. 


The original channel and lower harbor was dredged to a depth cf 
10 feet at low tide and the upper harbor was dredged to 8 feet at low tide. 
Its length now is approximately 0.7 miles, maximum with 0.1 mile and 
maximum depth 11 feet. The H. W. Miller was the first two-masted 
schooner to enter the harbor. 


Three large boat yards service boats from all harbors on the souta 
shore of the Cape and the Islands, and scores of craft are stored during 
the winter. Commander Donald B. MacMillan’s famous Bowdoin is cur- 
rently stored here for the winter. 


The Falmouth Yacht Club is situated just inside the jetties. 


It is planned to develop the land at the head of the Inner Harbor for 
a park with a landing. The park has been named the Emma S. Davis 
park, after Mrs. George H. Davis, Falmouth school teacher and historical 
authority. She lived here 63 years and was outstanding for her interest 
in civic affairs. 


Falmouth Inner Harbor is alive with activity throughout the sum- 
mer months, a scene enjoyed by the summer visitor and native as well. 
The harbor attracts the yachtsmen to Falmouth and is used by a large 
number of recreational craft. The local fieet is composed of about 65 
vessels. 


The Falmouth Inner Harbor is but one of the many safe and beau- 
tiful harbors the shoreline and inlets make possible. Choice of safe 
anchorage can be had in Great and Little Harbors, Woods Hole; Quis- 
sett Harbor; West Falmouth Harbor; Wild Harbor, North Falmouth; Me- 
gansett Harbor; Waquoit Bay and others. 


The harbors and boat yards are a source of thousands of dollars of 
revenue to the town, affording year-round employment with payrolls 
well up with the largest paid by any Falmouth business.
